Pahl: 6I Have 
No Knowledge 
Of CHA Sites' 


Jack Pahl said yesterday he knows 


nothing about the location of public hous- 
ing sites in the suburbs 


"I have no more knowledge about it 


than what I read in the newspapers," 
said Pahl, president of Elk Grove Vil- 
lage 


"I have not been invited to any hear- 


ings with the Chicago Housing Authority 
or Judge Richard Austin." he said "I 
don't have any information ' 


Pahl was replying to a reporter's ques- 


tion to whether he knew where the CHA 
intends to build 2W units of low-income 
housing in the suburbs. 


According to C E Humphrey, CHA ex- 


ecutive secretary the CHA is negotiating 
to acquire 26 suburban sites for construc- 
tion of the units The sites are in 10 
suburbs and the unincorporated areas in 
Cook County, according to the CHA 


THE CHA has refused to make the 


sites public 


Closed hearings on the housing author- 


ity s plans for public housing in the sub- 
urbs have been ordered for Friday by 
Judge Richard Austin of Federal District 
Court 


Austin is the judge who has ordered 


the CHA to construct 1 746 new public 
housing units, of which three 
fourths 


must be in white communities He gave 


the CHA the option of building one-third 
of the units outside Chicago 


The village president has pointed out 


that in the past the CHA or any other 
housing authority cannot build in the vil- 
lage "unless it is invited by resolution" 
of the village board 


Pahl said he has not been approached 


by the CHA for housing in Elk Grove 
Village He said knowledge of the sites is 
information privy to the federal courts 
and the CHA 


IN UNINCORPORATED areas the 


CHA must get approval of the Cook 
County Board of Commissioners 


The county board is dominated by 


Democrats and Mayor Daley, the coun- 
ty's chairman of the Democratic Central 
Committee, has called for the construc- 
tion of some low-income units in the sub- 
urbs 


Elk Grove Village officials have dealt 


with the housing issue by appointing a 
housing commission last summer An ad- 
visory body, it has the job of recom- 
mending a housing program to the vil- 
lage board 


The recommendation is expected later 


this year, following a survey of the work 
force m the community The survey is to 
determine hnw many employes in the vil- 
lage would like to live in the community 
but cannot afford to do so 


No Plans Slated 
For Teacher Cuts 


by JUDY MFHL 


No massive teacher cuts have been 


made in Klk Grove Township Elementa- 
ry School Dist 59 and apparently there 
are no plans for any as yet despite fi- 
nancial difficulties 


The district has 20 schools in Elk 


Grove Village Arlington Heights, Mount 
Prospect and Des Plaines and employs 
527 teachers for 11,605 students The proj- 
ected number of students for the 1971-72 
school year is 11,707. 


In the past the district policy has been 


to maintain present class size, which 
would indicate a slight raise in number 
of teachers, rather than a cut 


According to Albeon Waltman, assist- 


ant superintendent of personnel no deci- 
sions have been made to either cut or 
add teachers 


On March 29 the board decided not to 


renew contracts with 15 teachers because 
of certificate deficiencies It did not re- 
new contracts with two first-year teach- 
ers one second year teacher and one ten- 
ure teacher but said that these were not 
renewed for reasons o her than budget 
cuts 


If teachers are not to be reemployed 


for the coming school year they must re- 
ceive notice of dismissal 60 days before 
the end of the school term according to 
the school code That deadline is Sunday 
The decision to dismiss must be made by 
the board at a public meeting but none is 
scheduled before Sunday. 


One other method of reducing the num- 


ber of teachers is not to hire teachers 
to replace those who resign 


Earlier Waltman had said about 100 


teachers normally resign each year but 
predicted that fewer would do so this 
year because of the country's economic 
slump 


He said this week, however, that nei- 


ther the administration nor the board 
had discussed that method of cutting per- 
sonnel 


He said that decisions on cuts in any 


areas are pending more information of 
the district financial situation 


He said, "In terms of tax money, no- 


body seems to know the effect of the 
Dahl ruling We are in the state of rela- 
tive confusion " 


He was referring to a Circuit Court de- 


cision two weeks ago by Judge Walter P 
Dahl, eliminating corporate 
personal 


property tax 


It could mean a loss of more than $1 


million between operating revenue and 
borrowing power to Dist 59 


Waltman said, "All we're doing is 


waiting There is no question that if the 
tax is eliminated it is going severely hit 
every budget '

Ehlebracht: Good Idea Of How Village Is Run 


John Ehlebracht said he wants to 


make a contribution to Elk Grove Vil- 
lage. 


That contribution is himself. 
"I think I really should be involved." 


said Ehlebracht. who prefers to be 
known as Jack. "I want to be a part of 
the village board of trustees." 


"This is the first opportunity I've had 


to live and work in a community," he 
said, recalling that for most of his 25 
years in banking he commuted to Chi- 
cago's Loop. 


About three years ago, however, Eh- 


lebracht moved from Park Forest, a 
south suburb to Elk Grove Village when 
he took a position with the Bank of Elk 
Grove where he is now employed as a 
vice president. 


"I've got a pretty good idea how a vil- 


lage is run," he said, adding that while 
living in the south suburbs he was active 
in the local political scene but never a 
candidate. 


By the nature of his job as a banker, 


Ehlebracht said he has learned how oth- 
er businesses and governments are run. 


•GOVERNMENT CAN be run pretty 


close to • business," he said. "With a

real competent village manager I see no 
reason why a government can't be run 
like a well run business. 


He said he was not about to be critical 


of the present administration, saying he 
had no particular complaints. 


Next Tuesday Ehlebracht will ask vot- 


ers to elect him to the village board so 
he can make what he called "his contri- 
bution" to the community. 


Ehlebracht resides at 916C Lincoln Sq. 


in the Elk Grove Terrace apartments. He 
said he plans to move soon into a town- 


house in the village and become a home- 
owner. 


Ehlebracht is one of four candidates 


seeking one of two 2-year terms on the 
board. 


"I read the minutes of the board," he 


said, explaining how he keeps up with 
the affairs of the community. He said he 
knows that most of the village work gets 
done in committees that require, as he 
said, "a lot of hours but I can make my 
time available." 


For 12 years Ehlebracht has been a 


member of the Illinois State Chamber of 
Commerce and active with the Northern 
Cook County Federation of Illinois Bank- 
ers Association. For 13 years he has been 
in top management positions with multi- 
million dollar corporations. 


LOW INCOME housing is an important 


issue facing the community, believes Eh- 
lebracht, who pledged to work with the 
board to reach a solution to the housing 
issue. 


He pointed out that the village has a 


fair housing ordinance and that the com- 
munity is an open one. No complaints 
have been filed with the local human re- 
lations commission, Ehlebracht said. 


Nine candidates are seeking 


election to five trustee openings on 
the Elk Grove Village Board in 
Tuesday's municipal election. Here 
are interviews with three of the 
candidates. The stories were writ- 
ten by reporter Tom Jachimiec. 


Regarding housing, he believes the vil- 


lage has done the right thing in forming 
a housing commission to examine the is- 
sue. The commission, headed by a col- 
league of Ehlebracht's, Neil Cooney, 
president of the Bank of Elk Grove, is to 
recommend to the village board a hous- 
ing program. 


He indicated that the outlook for low- 


income housing is not bright. 


Ehlebracht said "In order to have 


housing where you can bring the cost of 
a home down you have to have cheap 
land," of which he added there is none in 
the village. 


He said he did not know how the issue 


will be faced by the village but that he 
would wait until the housing commis- 
sion's recommendation to decide. 


He said he did not see anything wrong 


with public housing "if the people who 
would live in it could afford to live in the 
area." 


Considerations should be given to 


whether their children can afford to be 
with other suburban children, and wheth- 
er they could afford the clothes of other 
children,, he said. These areas should be 
considered, according to Ehlebracht, oth- 
erwise they may create a difficult situ- 
ation for the children. 


Ehlebracht on other issues: 
Sharing state income tax rebates with 


school districts — He said he was not 
sure about sharing monies with the 
schools. If the schools threatened to 
close, however, he said he would take "a 
hard look at it." "It would depend on 
what the village had to give up itself and 
whether the school board could convince 
the village it would be worthwhile." 


FOREST VIEW subdivision - He said 


the $11,000 offered last year by the vil- 
lage for fire protection was "very fair." 
He favored annexation if the subdivision 
was "brought up to the standards of the 
village." He added he did not carfe 
whether sidewalks were included in the 
annexation. 


Mobile home parks — "I'd vote the 


way the people feel and I don't think 
they'd want it," he said, when asked 
about the Oasis Mobile Home Park. 


Home rule — He said he favored it. 
A /illage income tax — "At the pre- 


sent time I could never see voting for it. 
I'd look to cut spending first." 


Regional government — "I don't know 


enough about it to know if it would 
work." 


An interchange at Biesterfield Road 


and 1-90 — With the proposed devel- 
opment of the Ned Brown Forest Pre- 
serve, he said an interchange would be 
needed. 


An income disclosure law for public of- 


ficials — "I would be happy to disclose 
my income."

George Spws wants to be known as the

He said he intends to get away from 


year-to-year planning in many areas, 
replacing it with r>, 10 and 20-year plans. 


Specs is seeking election Tuesday to a 


2-year term on the board, the policy- 
making body for the village government. 


Me is employed as a development engi- 


neer for Eureka X-Ray Tube Corp . Chi- 
caao. and has been active with youth ori- 
ented organizations including scouting 
and sports. Spees. of 140 Crest Ave., is 
an athletic official with the Illinois High 
School Association 


A resident of the village since 1962, he 


said th.it as the village approaches a 
Zo.ooo population it needs people who can 
administer a comprehensive planning 
program. 


tW: \RKVS HE earmarked for long- 


range planning include: capital improve- 
ments, zoning and building, municipal 
administration and financing, community 
services, and housing. 


A comprehensive working plan

needed fnr capital improvements which 
should be based on cost and priority, he

said. The proposed comprehensive zoning 
ordinance the board is considering "will 
put into law things we have been doing 
on a hit or miss basis," he said. 


Specs said the village board has not 


followed up the current comprehensive 
plan, basically a land use plan, by Tec- 
Search Inc . with other plans. 


The Tec-Search plan requires other or- 


dinances to make it effective, he said, 
adding that the proposed zoning ordi- 
nance the board is considering will be a 
step in the right direction. 


In addition, he called for constant revi- 


sion of the land-use plan so "it will be a 
realistic plan." 


Fast growth of the village has caused 


problems with buildings, he said, as ex- 
emplified last year when residents west 
of Arlington Heights Road complained to 
officials about the workmanship and 
building code enforcement on their new 
homes. The village bolstered its staff, 
Spees said, after weaknesses were point- 
ed out. 


A plan of construction engineering and 


building code enforcement was needed, 
he said. 


He said that the coming years will re- 


quire a new type of board member who 
shouldn't be involved with the placement 
of traffic signs or holes in the roads. 


"WE HAVE PAID professional people 


who should administer," he said. He said 
people are needed on the board "who un- 
derstand executive direction and who do 
not get involved in the nitty-gritty of the 
village operation." 


Spees said he feared what he called 


"building up financial plums," through 
investment of funds. 


"I have no objection to investments if 


they (the board) know what it is to be 
used for." 


"What's the plan?" he asked. 
Spees recently criticized the village in- 


vestment procedures, adding that he is 
not satisfied with the answers he re- 
ceived. 


Spees called for putting Community 


Service, the village-funded social service 
agency, under a separate department un- 
der the authority of the village manager. 


HE CRITICIZED the village board for 


what he said amounted to "harpooning" 
Community Service programs in the 
past. He placed responsibility for the loss 
of two Community Service directors on 
the village board. 


A separate department under the man- 


ager would improve the operation of 
Community Service, he said. 


On housing, he said: 
"We must recognize the fact that we 


have to work toward housing for low-in- 
come families or it will be forced upon 
us by the federal or state government." 


He recommended the formation of a 


village housing authority when the vil- 
lage reaches a 25,000 population. 


"We can learn from the Chicago Hous- 


ing Authority's mistakes," he said, "But 
the planning must start now. 


"We have an obligation to our fellow 


man and we must help him when in dire 
need in areas such as housing, clothing, 
and job opportunities, but we must guard 
against establishing them into our mold- 
ed image." 


"We must recognize the need for pub- 


lic housing but we must not open the 
floodgates to subsidies for everyone who 
feels they are in need." 


SPEES ON other issues: 
Sharing income tax rebates with the 


school districts — "I feel a fair share is 
obligated to be returned to other taxing 
bodies especially since the courts ruled 
corporate personal property taxes are 
unconstitutional." Sharing funds would 
only be done after a review of village 
finances and needs, he said. 


Forest View subdivision — He said the 


one-year $11,000 contract offered 
the 


homeowners for fire portection "is too 
high and in need of review." He said he 
thought further negotiation could take 
place between the village and home- 
owners. 


Mobile home parks — he said he is not 


sure about them and the annexation of a 
park such as the Oasis Mobile Home 
Park. "I need more facts to decide," he 
said, keeping the option to "review the 
merits" of mobile home parks before de- 
ciding on whether he favored one. 


Home rule — He said he supports 


home rule as well as federal revenue 
sharing. "It puts government funds down 
where they are needed." 


Regional government — "I would not 


support it but I've done no in-depth study 
of it." 


Village income tax — He said he would 


probably support it, if "in the event 
home rule becomes a reality after tested 
in court and Elk Grove were in serious 
financial straits where the only recourse 
would be taxation by income ta-."

derweel. m;untaining that a free flow of 
communication and information between 
the municipal government and residents 
has mil become a reality 


Communication is overlooked among 


the village board's own agencies, she 
said The controversy surrounding Com- 
munity Service last year is an example 
of what can happen when there is a lack 
nf communication, according to Mrs. 
Vanderweel 


"People can tell you what's going on In 


Washington far quicker than what's go- 
ing on in the council chambers in Elk 
Grove," she said. 


She recommended improved commu- 


nications through regular reports at all 
levels within the village government, 
publication of the village board agenda 
in the newspaper, a village newsletter 
(not a presidential or political sheet," 
she said). 


Mrs. Vanderweel said she has been a 


regular observer at village board meet- 
ings, attending 80 per cent of the board 
meetings, since 1966. In the interim she 


has been active in several areas, the lat- 
est including project coordinator of Ac- 
tion Now, a community workshop pro- 
gram, and the League of Women Voters 
Know Your Town study. 


She has been a member of the village 


plan and zoning commission since Octo-

ber. 


Vanderweel 
»i DON'T want to be elected because I 


am a woman," she said, "but in spite of 
it." 


Mrs. Vanderweel is the first woman to 


seek election as a trustee in the village's 
14-year history. "I want to be elected if 
you (the voters) agree with me," she 
said. 


Though improved communication is a 


priority item for her there are other 
areas she said that will receive her at- 
tention. 


There is a need for consumer educa- 


tion and protection, she said, adding that 
many housewives do not know that there 
is a village ordinance regulating door-to- 
door salesmen and that consequently 
many salesmen are able to violate the 
village ordinance because few persons 
know it exists. 


The village government should commu- 


nicate this ordinance and others to the 
residents, she said. 


She called for an ordinance regulating 


food dating in stores "so I can read what 
I'm buying." Too much of the food cod- 
ing is difficult to understand quickly, she 
said. 


SHE CALLED for leadership in dealing 


with teen problems and drug education 
as well as a central distribution area un- 
der one roof where residents could obtain 
printed literature on drug abuse, social 
diseases, community services, and other 
areas. 


Mrs. Vanderweel refrained from com- 


ing out for or against public housing, 
preferring to wait until the village hous- 
ing commission makes its recommenda- 
tion to the village board on a housing 
program. 


I don't know if we need it, she replied 


when asked about low and/or moderate- 
income housing. 


She pledged that if a housing program 


is proposed there would be public hear- 
ings and that residents would have an 
opportunity to be heard on the issue. 


However, she was critical of previous 


public hearings by village bodies, sug- 
gesting that often the minds of officials 
are made up before the hearing and that 
everyone at a hearing is not heard.

Schlickman Gets Zone Bill Started 


Legislation which would give the state 


the authority to engage in zoning if local 
municipalities fail to do so was proposed 
to the Illinois General Assembly this 
morning. 


State Rep 
Eugene F. Schlickman, 


R-Arlmgton Heights, chairman of the 
state's Zoning iavrs Study Commission, 
submitted the final report of the commis- 
sion to the legislature 


Included in the report Is proposed 'leg- 


islation that would create a division of 
tantl use regulation within the state's De- 
partment of Local Government Affairs. 


"This division would have the responsi- 


binty of advising local government of 
sound land use policies and practices." 
Schlickman said. "And where local gov- 
ernment fails to exercise general zoning 


authority, the state division, following 
the adoption of a land use plan, could 
engage in zoning until local government 
exercised initiative." 


Among the recommendations of the 


commission is enactment of a land re- 
sources zoning code which would replace 
existing state zoning enabling acts. 


Objectives of the code, according to 


Schlickman, are to broaden zoning pol- 
icies and powers of local government, to 
foster development of land use policy 
within a framework of local planning, to 
establish uniform procedural require- 
ments for enactment of administration of 
zoning and to codify existing Illinois law 
and zoning practices into statutory lan- 
guage. 


The commission also recommends es- 


tablishment' of an intergovernmental co- 
operation act which would authorize co- 
operation by mutual agreement between 
local governing bodies. 


A final recommendation calls for crea- 


tion of a planning and conservation laws 
study commission, which would continue 
the activities of the Zoning Laws Study 
Commission. 


"Local zoning authority presently Is 


based on statutes conceived 50 years 
ago," Schlickman said. "The commis- 
sion's recommendations will provide a 
solid foundation for meeting today's 
needs. They expand local responsibility 
and provide for effective coordination." 


Schlickman said the physical environ- 


ment of the state "will benefit immeasu- 
rably" by the commission's recommen- 
dations. 


The study comission, which included 


10 legislators and four public members, 
was created in 1969 to study land use 
needs in the state. Since that time, it has 
conducted a state-wide survey of local 
zoning policies and practices. 


Last November, it issued a prelimi- 


nary report which included a provision 
giving the state the authority to establish 
minimum zoning standards in certain 
areas. 


Numerous protests were voiced by lo- 


cal government officials who viewed that 
proposal as an Infringement on the rights 
of local governments. 


the homeowners there should "pay their 
way" if they want to annex.

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Here's the formula for a successful 


high school or community college board 
candidate. 


Wear a stylish, but not too "mod" suit 


to talk to voters. 


Live in an established community, 


preferably Palatine or Mount Prospect. 


Be a male over the age of 40. 
Have a white collar job. 
Give non-controversial comments on is- 


sues in a campaign. 


A* a candidate in the Harper College, 


DNt 211 or Dist. 214 board elections Sat- 
urday, these six ingredients would have 
given you a broad base of voter support 
in the Northwest suburbs and a seat on 
one of the three school boards. 


The six men who were elected to the 


boards all have them, while their 11 op- 
ponents were lacking in at least one in- 
gredient. 


Generally, the characteristics of the 


six reflect a voter backlash to the nation- 
al publicized problems facing education 
Local voters don't want their schools to 
exhibit any of the controversy, unrest, 
sit-ins and strikes they feel are ham- 
pering education in other parts of the 
state and country. 


FROM THE ELECTION results, voters 


are saying they want steady, established 
middle class people to sit on the school 
boards of high school and college educa- 
tion. 


In the Harper College race, the issue- 


oriented and school-affiliated candidates 
who campaigned lost to a three-man 
slate which exhibited all six ingredients. 


In Dist. 211 in Palatine and ScTiaum- 


burg, one of three candidates had to lose, 
and it was the one who least fitted the 
formula. 


The formula was so successful in Dist. 


214 it knocked out a female incumbent 
who had taken a stand against expulsion, 
and added a man who fits the formula 
perfectly. 


Behind the obvious middle class major- 


ity's intent to elect their own to the 


school boards lie some factors which 
boosted the success of such a superficial 
formula. 


For one, Republican precinct captains, 


working independently of their party but 
nevertheless getting out the vote, cam- 
paigned for the three formula candidates 
in the Harper College election. 


Since the Harper district encompasses 


both Dist. 211 and Dist. 214, the effort 
brought more conservative voters to the 
same polls where high school elections 
were being held. 


HEAVY REPUBLICAN campaigning 


for Harper in Palatine, Mount Prospect 
and Arlington Heights helped carry Paul 
Hughes of Palatine onto the Dist. 211 
board and incumbent Richard Bachhuber 
of Mount Prospect and Jack Matthews of 
Arlington Heights onto the Dist. 214 
board. 


A second factor in the Dist. 214 cam- 


paign was a combination of heavy voter 
turnout in Wheeling for an elementary 
district referendum and the issue of mod 
scheduling at Wheeling High School. In 
the two largest Wheeling area precincts, 
Incumbents Bachhuber and Leah Cum- 
mins ran third and fourth apparently be- 
cause of a local dislike for the board's 
approval of a mod scheduling plan. Mat- 
thews and the local candidate Don 
McGlothlin carried the area. 


Mrs. Cummins was also possibly hurt 


by a favorite-son vote in Rolling Mead- 
ows for Raymond Pettersen Jr., and a 
vote split with Robert Winkle in Elk 
Grove Village, where they both are resi- 
dents. 


Regardless of what contributing fac- 


tors were present in the three elections, 
the six winners still reflect a voter con- 
cern for moderation in the educational 
affairs of high school and college educa- 
tion. Though they represent less than a 
third of the 21 individuals serving on the 
three boards, they are joining boards 
which in the past have had a majority 
rule in favor of methodic, moderate con- 
sideration of problems.

Suburban municipalities, and others in 


the state with less than one million popu- 
lation, would be authorized to levy a 10 
cents per $100 assessed valuation for 
mass transportation purposes if legisla- 
tion recently introduced in Springfield is 
enacted. 


A bill sponsored by Rep. William A. 


Redmond, D-Bensenville, and cospon- 
sored by members of both parties, most 
of them from the western and southern 
suburbs, would add a new section to the 
Illinois Municipal Code and allow munici- 
palities to "acquire, own, construct, 
manage, maintain and operate mass 
transportation facilities within or without 
their corporate limits." 


To finance the mass transportation 


systems, the municipalities would be au- 
thorized to levy a tax and to sell bonds at 
a rate of six per centi 


The bill also would allow municipal* 


ities to cooperate in developing a trans- 
portation system and it would provide for 
a referendum if one per cent of the vot- 
ers in the municipality petitioned for one 
prior to any proposed bond sale.

An 
unusual feature of its program is 
utilization of volunteer community 
counselors — "concerned citizens"

well as private citizens. Where the 
community counselor's initial ef- 
fort proves insufficient, the youth 
is then referred for more intensive 
professional guidance. 


Kssential to all three approaches 


is community interest, community 
s u p p o r t , and community in- 
volvement. The common goal is to 
help youths before problems reach 
the point of a detention ward and 
trial. 


In seeking to solve these prob- 


lems at the local community level, 
these organizations strive to devel- 
op meaningful community mea- 
sures which address themselves to 
early prevention and treatment 


We support and commend the ef- 


fort and example of community 
concern, commitment, and cooper- 
ation provided by these local youth 
organizations. 


S u c h grass-roots approaches 


may be the most effective — and 
perhaps only — answer to growing 
youth problems in the suburbs. 


Only when the whole community 


can see the need and give support 
to such programs for prevention 
will we begin to make inroads into 
the jungle of juvenile delinquency.

then he ought to do so now. either 
by granting a reduction m sentence 
or a full pardon Why force Galley 


to go through the long process of 
review and appeal, which could 
take years? 


But time is the one thing the 


American people need at this point, 
and the President knows it — time 
for our reson to catch up with our 
emotions; time for all of us to pon- 
der as objectively as we can just 
what happened at My Lai, both in 
its immediate context and in the 
larger context of the war, of hu- 
man morality and of our nation's 
future; time to reflect on the evi- 
dence presented at Calley's trial 
and to decide whether his con- 
viction was right and necessary or 
whether it was not. 


What we do not need is more pas- 


sion or more demands or blanket 
condemnations from one side or 
the other. 


Let us grant just for once that 


the President is acting and will act 
in good faith, that he desires what 
is most just not only for Lt. Galley 
but for the American people, and 
for the dead of My Lai.

Only 31,615 Cases To Go

A little more than two months ago, 


Chief Circuit Court Judge John S. Boyle 
assigned Judge Paul Elward a small 
staff, including one magistrate, to take 
care of a not-so-small job. 


Things had gotten a bit out of hand 


around the halls of justice during the 
past five years. It seems that blindfolded 
gal with the scales had been neglecting a 
few personal injury cases — quite a few, 
in fact, since they numbered 32,696 and 
dated back to January 1966. 


Of course, when she peeked out from 


under her blindfold and saw what had 
happened, it was decided 
something 


must be done immediately. Thus, Judge 
Elward was given his mission in hopes 
his reputation as a "tireless" worker 
would shorten a bit what promised to be 
a long haul. 


His Honor has been at it now for more 


than eight weeks. And last week the Cir- 
cuit Court released a progress report 
which showed Elward had disposed of 
1,081 cases. In all, he and his staff had 
heard more than 1,300 cases. 


A bit of basic math will show the good 


judge's pace on disposition of cases is 
running about 133 cases per week. If he 
keeps up the fine work, he'll only need 
another 237 weeks — almost four-and- 
a-half years — to finish the job. 


By that time, judging from the average 


number of personal injury suits filed dur- 
ing any given period, it is likely the court 
will have another 32,000 or more cases 
backlogged. And lucky Judge Elward 
will be able to. start all over again. 


In the meantime, Judge Boyle is happy 


with Elward's performance during the 
first two months. The chief judge said 
Elward deserved "the highest praise for 
a tremendous job." 


I'll second that and say "lots of luck" 


in tackling the mere 31,615 cases left 
pending. 


One other thought: How come no one 


ever thought of doing something about 
this situation two or three years ago? 


AREA RESIDENTS wanting to keep 


themselves out of bad situations should 
be on the lookout for those shifty charac- 
ters known as "block-busters" and "pan- 
ic-peddlers." 


The Chicago Housing Authority (CHA) 


is expected to announce later this month 
the locations of 26 proposed sites for con- 
struction of low-rent, government-subsi- 
dized dwellings. And the disclosure is 
bound to stir up a good deal of anxiety 
among area homeowners if CHA decides 
to include the Northwest suburbs in its 
plans. 


Fear of declining property values often 


attracts panic-peddlers and blockbusters, 
unscrupulous real estate men who urge 
homeowners to sell quickly before racial 
minorities "move in and take over the 
neighborhood." 


Their methods vary, but generally they 


will call a homeowner on the phone, of-

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fering him a ridiculously-low price for 
his property. Of course, along with the 
offers are warnings his block will soon 
become a slum. 


Block-busters realize that effective ex- 


ploitation of fear can generate a chain- 
reaction, whereby many panicky resi- 
dents will accept the offers and move out 
at one time. The real-estate con-artists 
then turn around and sell the property at 
its true market value, making a hand- 
some profit. 


The game they play is condemned by 


every reputable realtor. More important 
it is illegal, and those convicted of panic- 
peddling are subject to jail sentences, 
fines and loss of real estate licenses. 


If one of these characters tries to line 


you up as his next sucker, immediately 
contact the Consumer Fraud Division of 
the Cook County State's Attorney's of- 
fice.

Buy A Suit, Not A Flour Sack

If some psychologist would like to be of 


service to his fellow man, he could find 
out what goes on in the male head wnen 
its owner walks into a store to buy a suit 
Not much apparently 


According to the head buyer for a ma- 


jor men's clothing retailer, men are "so 
dumb about fabrics, workmanship and 
what makes the difference between good 
merchandise and bad that you could sell 
98 per cent of them a suit run up out of 
flour sacks " 


Below are a few simple tests of mate 


rial and workmanship which, it's true, 
won't make you an instant expert But 
since we evidently have nowhere to go 
but up they should raise the shopping 
quotient considerably Men generally, it 
seems, depend on a known maker's label 
or return to a familiar store, as their 
assurance of getting a certain, expected 
level of quality And generally, that's 
probably the surest way of getting it 


But if you're the type who'd like to do 


some real sharpshootmg, hunting for 
bargains among the sales that promise 
say a "$100 suit" on sale at $65 — that 
requires some education These pointers 
should at least keep you from going 
home in a flour sack 


• Buttonholes are a fairly reliable in- 


dication of a top-quality suit If they're 
handmade, somebody cared about work- 
manship Those made by machine can be 
just as serviceable, but they're less flex- 
ible An expert eye can detect the differ- 
ence by the way the fabric loses its 
drape and seems to stiffen up around 


buttonholes 


Look for close, even stitching on both 


sides, a smooth, firm edge, securely 
reinforced ends 


• Running from the shoulder seams 


down the front of the jacket — inside, 
where you can't see it — is the "coat 
front" or interfacing Squeeze a handful 
of the jacket along the lapels It should 
have spring, resilient feel, and your 
squeeze shouldn't leave wrmkles 


A jacket with quality material here 


will hold its shape well The other kind 
always looks as if you'd got caught m the 
rain a couple of hours ago Quality of the 
coat front affects both appearance and 
wear

There should be at least an inch of 
turned-over material When the manufac 
turer skimps on material here, the

hole room 
You should be able to lift

"That's just unbelievable," continued 


Hinton "It was a good way to come out 
of a slump You might take two years to 
get that many home runs." 


The Hawks had several big innings, 


but the granddaddy of them all was the 
seventh They thumped Maroon pitching 
fnr II runs, including three homers, and 
the hosts ran up the white flag. They 
were so shell shocked that "they just fi- 
nally said, "We quit" chirped the Hir- 
per coach 


Elgin called the game after only one 


Hawk was out in the seventh and thus 
gave up its last turn at bat. The Maroon 
coach probably doubted whether his hurl- 
ers could ever retire the Harper batters. 
Besides, there was a second game to be 
played before darkness. 


"I played the reserves In the second 


game." said Hinton of the non-confer- 
ence contest that the Hawks lost. 10-2. 
"That's the only way you can find out 
about these guys." 


Receiving some much deserved rest 


was Wally Wiener. Harper's talented out- 
fielder whom Klgtn probably thought was 
the biggest "hot dog" of the first game. 


All this former all-Mid-Suburban League 
performer from Conant did was blast two 
grandslam home runs, hit safely in four 
of his five trips to the plate and ham- 
mered home eight runners. 


Leading the home run derby was not 


Wiener, however. That distinction went 
to Jeff DuPre, a letter-man, who socked 
out three. But DuPre only had four 
RBI's to show for his slugging perform- 
ance because he followed Wiener in the 
batting order. The only tune he knocked 
a runner in was m the first inning when 
Wiener reached on an error. 


Ken Dohm had two round trippers and 


Kim Boley had one. 


"In all fairness to everybody, the 


fences were a little short," said Hinton. 
"They were just about 320 (feet) down 
the lines and something like about 350 
out In center. The wind was blowing out 
but our kids were really hitting the ball."

and DuPre homered him in (2-0). 


Second — Duke Delano was hit by a

Third — Surprisingly enough, Elgin 


held the visitors scoreless. 


Fourth — Wiener singled, Dohm and 


Delano walked, Maly singled and Boley 
smacked a three-run homer (14-0). 


Fifth — Wiener singled, DuPre walked,

Notebook

FOR THK PAST week the crappies 


have been providing nearly all the ex- 
citement for early season fishermen in 
and around ChicaRoland and northern Il- 
linois generally 


Except, of course, for the hardy few 


who have started hitting the Lake Mich- 
igan coho salmon. 


I'll have a complete rundown on the 


big lake fishing next week when a degree 
of consistency and some weather stabil- 
ity will have, hopefully, developed For 
this week, and next week though, it 
would be more fun and more successful 
to aim a hook at the inland lakes. 


Crapples perenially provide the first 
Oapplei perennially provide the first 


cause they rathrr like the cooler water 
and ire. therefore, the first of the fresh 
water fish to begin feeding and spawning 
the shorelines. 


The Fox Cham nf Lakes in northern 


Illinois are typical of most of the inland 
hikes and. because of their greet size 
and the large number of channels wind- 
ing in and out of the various lakes, they 
have the most to offer most anglers. 


Lake Catherine and Channel Lake, just 


west of Antioch on Route 173, the two 
northermost lakes in the Chain were giv- 
ing up big catches of crappies last week 
and early this week. Barney Shunneson 
of the Channel Lake Boathouse reported 
several catches of the tasty, spotted pan- 
fish that ran as high as 150 fish. 


The most successful fishermen were 


restricting their efforts to the channels 
where the waters were warmer and cal- 
mer. Minnows fished hrlow a bobber and 
flnatrd to the shorelines In these chan- 
nels proved to br thr best bait, although 
a lot of fishermen switched oft occasion- 
ally ind caught fish jigging a pinkie 
straight down from the side of the. boat 
as they still-fished or drifted through the 
channels. 


Several confirmed bass fishermen, who 


will fish for largemouth bass even though 
they know better, had success casting at 
the shoreline in Lake Catherine and in 
the channels One angler landed six fine 
largemouth, each about two pounds, on a 
Little Cleo spoon 


Further from Shunneson' "We checked 


the water temperature in one of the long 
channels out of the northwest end of 
Channel Lake and found the water a 
warm 54 degrees If the weather stays 
Just reasonably mild, then," he said, 
"the bass should start moving in for 
feeding and spawning. Which means that 
this weekend could be the real beginning 
of the heavy spring bass action!" 


There have been no reports of any 


northern pike being caught in any of the 
lakes m the area, but these fish, like the 
bluegills. are always late starters. 


If you haven't made the Chain of 


Lakes a regular stop on your fishing 
trips, then perhaps you should develop » 
new habit. It Is good fishing, particularly 
daring toe early part of the MMOB and

later, during the week when there is 
little interference from power boaters. 


There are plenty of resorts and you 


can launch a boat nearly anywhere for 
fees ranging from $1 to $3. In the early 
season, it is almost simpler to rent a 
boat. Panfishermen often prefer a boat 
without a motor, since they usually just 
row and drift anyway. Boat rentals start 
at $3.50 for the day. A boat with motor 
will cost you $2 50 an hour or $10.00 per 
day. These prices are from the Channel 
Lake Boathouse, but are pretty much the 
average throughout the Chain of Lakes 
resorts. 


Artificial lure fishermen probably don't 


need much information, but newcomers 
and live bait fishermen will find bait 
prices only slightly higher than last year. 
Redworms run 60 cents for four dozen; 
minnows are 25 cents a dozen. Most re- 
sorts that cater to fishermen have live 
bait, or stop at one nf the many shops 
you'll see along the way to the Chain. 


Both the resort operators and the 


tackle shop people have current informa- 
tion and are happy to supply it along 
with all your other needs. Slim Lechner, 
proprietor of the Tackle Box on Route 12 
just before you get into the town of Fox 
Lake, makes regular "in person" tours 
of the Chain lakes and resorts, and is 
always a bundle of accurate fishing in- 
formation. 


Throughout 
the 
Midwestern states, 


fishing regulations are about the same as 
last year. For Illinois fishing, the law is 
simple — everything is always open. You 
need a current Illinois license of course, 
and there are some creel and size limits: 
Largemouth Bass and Smallmouth Bass 
— 10 per day: Walleyes and Saugcr — 10 
per dny; Northern Plfce — 5 per day, 
minimum size 20 Inches. 


There is no limit in Illinois on panfish 


(crappies, bluegills, stripers) either in 
size or number, so you can take them 
home by the basketful (if you want to 
clean that many). 


Illinois trnut fishermen will have to 


confine their fishing this year to Wiscon- 
sin or to Lake Michigan, since the state 
Department of Conservation did not 
stock trout in the inland lakes this year 
as they have in years past. (They 
couldn't get the trout.) On Lake Mich- 
igan, there is a limit of 5 fish per day, 
singly or in aggregate, no size limit, for 
Coho, Chinook, Brook, Brown, Lake and 
Rainbow (Steelhead) Trout. 


Indiana has a continuous "open" sys- 


tem like Illinois, except for trout, which 
open April 24. Indiana also has a limit of 
25 for crappies. Wisconsin opens almost 
all gamefishing May 8. Michigan opens 
trout fishing April 24 and bass fishing on 
May 30. 


These are very general seasons and 


limits and, naturally, to be certain, pick 
up a copy of local regulations when you 
buy your non-resident license in 
sur- 


rounding states.

routine Simmons, the 1971 Nissen Award 
winner, earned a 9 3 score, and the 1971 
parallel bars championship ended in a 
tie. 


A national title seemed a fitting end to 


Dunn's Penn State career. 


Because of a pre-season ankle injury, 


Tom was not able to work his specialty, 
the all-around, this past season. 


"Tom naturally was disappointed not 


to be able to work the all-around this 
year," says Wettstone. "But I think that 
being deprived of the opportunity made 
him work harder on the events not hin- 
dered by his injury." 


Tom, an education major who is now 


student teaching in Waynesboro, Pa., 
agrees with his coach. 


"Being out of the all-around enabled 


me to concentrate more on the parallel 
bars," he says. "I also became more 
aware of what a team sport gymnastics 
is" 


As a team, the Lions, a decided under- 


dog, finished third to Iowa State, the 
champion, and Southern Illinois. 


With six of the 14-man NCAA team 


being freshmen, the Lions should im- 
prove on their third place finish next 
year. 


You might think Tom would like to re- 


turn. 


"With all the underclassmen, the team 


should be great," he says. "But I've en- 
joyed my career and a national title is a 
good way to end."

In a complete break with thoroughbred 


racing tradition, Arlington Park will pre- 
sent the $100,000 added "Pontiac Grand 
Prix" on June 19 in cooperation with the 
Chicagoland Pontiac Dealers. 


The mile race for 3-year-olds is the 


first $100,000 race of the Chicago season 
and will be televised live and in color by 
WBBM-TV (Channel 2) with Bruce Rob- 
erts doing the color. 


The Pontiac Grand Prix replaces the 


historic Arlington Classic in the Chicago 
racing calendar and will be the con- 
cluding event of a promotion that will be 
the most extensive for a single race in 
the history of the sport. 


A total of 25,006 free tickets to the lux- 


urious track in suburban Arlington 
Heights for the day of the race will be 
d i s t r i b u t e d at Pontiac Dealerships 
throughout the Chicago 
metropolitan 


area. 


Besides the live show, from 5 to 5:30 


p.m. on race day, Pontiac will switch its 
entire advertising campaign in Chicago 
to the promotion, beginning four weeks 
before the actual running of the event. 


The televising of the race marks the 


first time that a major Chicago Station 
has carried a $100,000 added race since 
the Swaps-Nashua match race at Wash- 
ington Park in 1955 and the first time a 
race will be shown from Arlington Park 
in color. 


The new Pontiac Grand Prix, and the 


winning owner will be given the use of a 
Grand Prix automobile for a year, will 
pick up all the rich tradition and ex- 
citement of its predecessor, a race that 
has been run continuously since 1929. 
This will be the 43rd running of the 
event, which is the first 3-year-old race 
of national consequence following the 
Triple Crown Races. 


Historically, horses that run in the 


Kentucky Derby, the Preakness, and the 
Belmont (on the first Saturday in June), 
then ship to Chicago to begin a summer 
campaign that includes the running of 
the $100,000 added American Derby in 
July. 


For example, two of the eight Triple 


Crown Winners — Gallant Fox in 1930 
and Omaha in 1935, also went on to take 
the Arlington Classic. 


And Whirlaway was beaten by Atten- 


tion in the Classic of 1941 after he had 
won the Triple Crown in one of the great- 
est upsets in racing history. There has 
not been a Triple Crown Winner since 
Citation accomplished the feat in 1948. 


Down the years, many of racing's 


greatest stars have run in the Classic, 
including nine who subsequently were 
named "Horse of the Year" since that 
honor first was voted in 1936. 


These include Granville (1936), Challe- 


don (1939), Attention (1941), the great 
race mare Twilight Tear (1944', Native 
Dancer (1953), Nashua (1955), Tom Rolfe

Dear Dorothy: While doing a job on 


the foundation of my home I used mas- 
king tape to hold some plastic to the 
aluminum siding. I might add that this 
tape was left on for about three or four 
weeks and the sun seems to have melted 
the adhesive substance under the tape to 
cause a perfect bond to the siding. I've 
tried hot soapy water, paint thinner and 
even gasoline — but nothing seems to 
budge this material. I would appreciate 
any help you may have for removing this 
tape without scratching or marring the 
aluminum siding. —Michael Serago. 


I'm afraid your tape is on for good. 


This has happened to many who have 
used masking tape. A distributor of this 
material said it should never be allowed 
to stay on over :M hours or it will not 
come off without marking the surface it's 
on. Sorry!

YOU MAY BE A 
WINNER, TOO! 
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For Local Municipalities 
Propose State Zoning Bill 


Legislation which would give the state 


the authority to engage in zoning if local 
municipalitiea tail to do so was proposed 
to the Illinois General Assembly this 
morning. 
State Rep. Eugene F. Schlickman, 


R-ArUngton Heights, chairman of the 
state's Zoning Laws Study Commission, 
submitted the final report of the commis- 
sion to the legislature. 


Included in the report Is proposed leg- 


islation that would create a division of 
land use regulation within the state's De- 
partment of Local Government Affairs. 


"This division would have the responsi- 


bility of advising local government of 
sound land use policies and practices," 
Schlickman said. "And where local gov- 
ernment fails to exercise general zoning 
authority, the state division, following 
the adoption of a land use plan, could 
engage in zoning until local government 
exercised initiative." 


Among the recommendations of the 


commission is enactment of a land re- 


sources zoning code which would replace 
existing state zoning enabling acts. 


Objectives of the code, according to 


Schlickman, are to broaden zoning pol- 
icies and powers of local government, to 
foster development of land use policy 
within a framework of local planning, to 
establish uniform procedural require- 
ments for enactment of administration of 
zoning and to codify existing Illinois law 
and zoning practices into statutory lan- 
guage. 


The commission also recommends es- 


tablishment of an intergovernmental co- 
operation act which would authorize co- 
operation by mutual agreement between 
local governing bodies. 


A final recommendation calls for crea- 


tion of a planning and conservation laws 
study commission, which would continue 
the activities of the Zoning Laws Study 
Commission. 


"Local zoning authority presently Is 


based on statutes conceived SO years 


ago," Schlickman said. "The commis- 
sion's recommendations will provide a 
solid foundation for meeting today's 
needs. They expand local responsibility 
and provide for effective coordination." 


Schlickman said the physical environ- 


ment of the state "will benefit immeasu- 
rably" by the commission's recommen- 
dations. 


The study comission, which included 


10 legislators and four public members, 
was created in 1969 to study land use 
needs in the state. Since that time, it has 
conducted a state-wide survey of local 
zoning policies and practices. 


Last November, it issued a prelimi- 


nary report which included a provision 
giving th» state the authority to establish 
minimum zoning standards in certain 
areas. 


Numerous protests were voiced by lo- 


cal government officials who viewed that 
proposal as an Infringement on the rights 
of local governments.

In A Series A Concise Look at 
Common Diseases 


Rubeola 
(Red Measles) 
Cause: A virus, transmitted in droplets spread by coughs or 


sneezes, by direct contact with infected persons, indirectly by 
articles contaminated by secretions from the nose or throat; 
sometimes it is airborne. 


Symptoms: After an incubation period of seven to 14 days (usual- 


ly 13), fever, runny nose, hacking cough, inflamed eyes, tiny 
white spots inside the cheeks. The temperature may rise 
rapidly or may go up by steps for three days. A characteristic 
rash appears about the fourth day, beginning at the hairline 
on the face and neck, spreading to the torso and extremities. 


Treatment: Confinement to bed until the rash clears, then protec- 


tion from cold and dampness for 10 to 14 days. Strong light 
will cause discomfort, so keep patient turned away from the 
principal source of light. Itching may be relieved by calamine 
lotion. Sometimes cough medicine and penicillin are given. 
The patient should be isolated, from the first appearance of 
early signs until about four or five days after the rash 
appears. 


Complication!!: Usually, none. Occasionally pneumonia, ear ab- 


cesses, a severe and sometimes fatal form of encephalitis, or, 
rarely, blindness. 


Control: A highly effective vaccine is now available. Gamma 


globulin given five to six days after exposure can prevent or 
modify the disease. All articles soiled by nose and throat 
•ecreti jns should be disinfected or burned. 


Rubella 
(German Measles) 
Cause: A virus — NOT the same virus which causes the poten- 


tially less serious rubeola (red measles). 


Symptomi: A rash, usually faint, which slowly covers the trunk 


and finally appears on the extremities. Occasional joint pains 
in wrists, fingers or ankles. Some reddening of the throat and 
eyelids; swelling of lymph nodes at the back of the neck. 


Treatment: Usually, the patient is not especially ill, the tempera- 


ture is rarely high, and there is little or no cough. Rest is 
usually prescribed. 


Duration: The illness lasts about three days. 
Complications: Usually, none. Occasionally pneumonia, ear ab- 


scesses, a seclarly in the nationwide rubella epidemic of 
1964-66, it has become clear that when a mother has the 
disease during the first three months of pregnancy, profound 
damage to the infant may result. These babies may have 
heart damage, deafness, cataracts, faulty vision, alterations 
in the bones and even mental abnormality, and may infect 
others for many months. 


Prevention: After years of search, the virus has been identified, a 


vaccine has been developed, and it has been licensed. Given 
to girls before puberty, it will prevent the sad problem of the 
rubella baby. 


Mumps 
Cause: A virus. 
Symptoms: Sometimes few or none; many people have mumps 


without realizing it. In childhood, slight fever, indefinite 
feeling of illness, swelling of the salivary glands, minor dis- 
comfort. Rarely, high fever and severe illness. 


Treatment: Rest, aspirin for discomfort. 
Complications: In adults, mumps can be a painful and serious 


disease. There may be paintul inflammation of the testicles in 
adolescent and adult males. In women, there may be in- 
fection of the ovaries. However, contrary to the popular 
belief, mumps in adults seldom causes sterility. Mumps some- 
times leads to a form of meningitis which, curiously, is not 
serious. 


Prevention: An entremely effective vaccine has been developed, 


with a success ratio of about 95 per cent. It is usually not 
given to small children, because if they contract the disease 
they are not usually very sick and they gain a reliable degree 
of immunity. However, it is strongly advised for boys over 
10, and for adult males, who have NOT had the disease 
itself. It may also be given to girls and women who have not 
had mumps. 


Tonsillitis 
Cause: Almost any infection which involves the nose and throat 


may involve the tonsils, which are composed largely of lym- 
phoid cells, and, because of their position in the throat, serve 
as the "first line of defense" against organisms invading the 
body. A number of different organisms can cause tonsillitis; 
the bug called beta streptococcus is often the culprit. 


Symptoms: Red and swollen tonsils, which may be covered with a 


discharge of pus. The glands of the neck are often much 
swollen. Scarlet fever begins in much the same way. How- 
ever, in the latter, the scarlet rash appears in about 24 hours. 


Treatment: All beta streptococci respond quickly to penicillin, 


but this requires about 10 days of treatment. Other bacterial 
infections are treated with appropriate medications, depend- 
ing on the nature of the organism. 


Complications: Where beta streptococcus is the infecting agent, it 


may sometimes lead to acute rheumatic fever with sub- 
sequent heart damage, or to acute kidney disease. Vigorous 
use of penicillin is often prescribed to prevent these after 
effects. 


Croup 
Cause: Various degrees of obstruction or swelling in the larynx 


(voice box) as the result of a viral respiratory infection such 
as the common cold or bacterial organism such as hemophilus 
influenza*. 


What Not 


To Do 


DON'T move a fracture victim 


until the break is properly splinted, 
unless he is in danger where he lies. 


DON'T apply heat to a sprain or 


fracture, only cold packs. 


DON'T use chemicals for any 


purpose for which they are not spec- 
ifically intended. 


DON'T allow children to put any 


plant parts — leaves, berries, seeds, 
or flowers — into their mouths. 
Many common plants are poisonous; 
castor bean seeds and all parts of 
oleander are among the most dan- 
gerous. 


DON'T leave pesticides within 


the reach of children. Many common 
household 
substances, including 


medicines, are dangerous in the 
hands of children and should be 
kept out of reach. 


DON'T leave children alone in 


the house or unattended in the bath- 
tub. 


DON'T leave matches within the 


reach of children. 


DON'T light fires with gasoline. 
DON'T smoke in bed or any- 


where you are likely to fall asleep, 
nor when your gas tank is being 
filled. 


DON'T try to clean burns. Don't 


use medication, grease, oil or butter 
on burns. Cold water is the best 
emergency treatment. 


DON'T bandage too tightly. Ap- 


ply bandage evenly and firmly. A 
bandage that is too tight can cause 
further injury. 


DON'T try to force liquid by 


mouth on an unconscious person. 


DON'T take any medicine with- 


out reading the label. 


DON'T panic in an emergency. 


Concentrate on the injury, not the 
person. 


Symptoms: Hoarse, noisy, "croupy" respiratory sounds, with a 


barking cough. Stridor — the high-pitched, noisy breathing 
— often comes on suddenly in the early evening, and may 
terrify the child and his parents alike. 


Treatment: Often croup is relieved by a steam kettle or vaporizer 


at the bedside, cold compresses to the throat, or induced 
vomiting. The child may feel better if he is placed in a 
bathroom with a hot shower running, creating steam. Some 
may do better in a cold mist in a hospital-type mist tent. In 
serious cases, passage of a breathing tube through the larynx 
may be necessary. Sometimes a surgical opening must be 
provided below the larynx — a procedure called tracheosto- 
my. 


Comment: Physicians used to refer to "true croup" or "false 


croup." The former was diphtheria, a gravely serious disease- 
marked by intense inflammation, hoarseness, loss of voice, 
and even suffocation and death. Now, as the result of immu- 
nization, diphtheria has all but disappeared, and only the 
several varieties of "false croup" remain. 


Rheumatic Fever 
Cause: A streptococcus infection, usually preceded by a sore 


throat which may or may not be detected as a "strep" 
throat. 


Symptoms: Fever, tender, swollen joints. 
Treatment: Responds to antibiotic therapy. Symptoms usually 


subside within eight to 16 weeks even without treatment. 


Prevention: Persons who have once had an attack of rheumatic 


fever are Usually maintained on extended antibiotic treat- 
ment to prevent flare-ups. Precautionary methods are partic- 
ularly indicated if there is a tendency for rheumatic fever to 
occur in family. The most important preventive measure: 
Prompt medical attention for sore throats. 


Complications: Rheumatic heart disease often (but not always) 


results. 


Outlook: Rheumatic fever is much less prevalent and less threat- 


ening than it once was. Dramatic advances — especially in

Influenza 
Cause: A number of different viruses can cause "flu." 
Symptoms: Headache, cough, sore throat, nasal discharge, fever, 


muscle pains and a general feeling of being utterly miserable, 
followed by a "below par" feeling which can last for a week 
or more. 


Treatment: The aim is to keep the patient comfortable and to 


prevent the development of complications. The patient 
should stay in bed, drink adequate amounts of fluid, and eat 
lightly. Aspirin can help to reduce the discomfort, and cough 
medicine may be of value. Beyond that, the disease must run 
its course. 


Complications: Flu may lead to pneumonia, abscessed ears or 


other secondary infections, sometimes even death. High-risk 
groups include elderly persons, pregnant women, and persons 
with such chronic illnesses as heart or lung disease or diabe- 
tes. 


Prevention: Vaccines have been developed to provide protection 


against as many strains of flu as possible; however, when a 
new strain comes along — like the A-2 or the Hong Kong 
strains responsible for world-wide 1965-66 and 1968-1969 
epidemics — the older vaccines do not provide protection. In 
cases like this, the specific vaccine is usually hi short supply 
and is reserved for people in the high-risk groups. 


Infectious Mononucleosis 
Cause: An infecting organism which is believed to be viral. 
Contagion: Probably transmitted by any close contact. 
Symptoms: Headache, sore throat, mild fever, sometimes a rash, 


weakness and listlessness. The site of the infection is the 
lymphatic system, and the lymph nodes in the neck are 
particularly likely to be enlarged and sensitive. There may be 
enlargement of the spleen. The disease is particularly preva- 
lent among adolescents, on college campuses and in the 
armed services. 


Diagnostic Procedures: The diagnosis can be confirmed by blood 


tests. 


Treatment: No specific treatment is available. The disease can 


only be permitted to run its course. Rest and medication to 
alleviate discomfort are usually the essence of treatment. The 
patient is usually advised to stay out of crowds because of 
susceptibility to other infections. 


Duration: Acute symptoms last only a few days; weariness and 


need for continued rest extend for weeks. Some patients are 
prone to relapse.. 


Complications: Liver and spleen involvement, which may develop 


into a serious health problem. 


Outlook: Complete recovery. Patients rarely have the disease 


twice. 


Pneumonia 
Cause: Most commonly an infection, either viral or bacterial. 


May also be caused by entrance of foreign material into the 
lungs, such as smoke or vomited substances. 


Symptoms: Fever,, shortness of breath, generalized weakness, pro- 


duction of sputum, coughing, chest pains. Onset is character- 
istically sudden. Disease frequently develops as complication 
of other respiratory infection. 


Diagnostic Procedures: Can usually be detected when physician 


listens to chest for abnormal sounds. Confirmed by X-ray 
studies. 


Treatment: Antibiotics are extremely effective in most cases of 


bacterial pneumonia; ineffective in viral pneumonia, but are 
often used because of threat of secondary bacterial infection. 


Convalescence: A gravely ill person with bacterial.pneumonia, 


successfully treated with antibiotics, may show dramatic im- 
provement within 24 hours. Coughing may persist for some 
time. The patient with viral pneumonia may feel below par 
for a prolonged period of time. 


Outlook: This is no longer the dreaded illness it was before the 


availability of antibiotics. 


Hemorrhoids 
Cause: Enlargement of the thin-walled veins supplying the lower 


part of the rectum. Their chance of development are in- 
creased by chronic constipation or by the pressure created by 
the enlarged uterus during pregnancy. 


Symptoms: Protrusion of the enlarged vessels from the rectal 


opening. Rectal bleeding, which is usually bright red and 
which is not mixed with fecal matter expelled during a bowel 
movement. (Rectal bleeding may have other causes, too.) 
Fain and itching are sometimes associated with hemorrhoids. 


Treatment: Many cases of hemorrhoids require no treatment at 


all. Discomfort can be relieved by hot sitz baths and by 
certain medications. These latter, however, should always be 
obtained by physician's prescription; self-treatment is dan- 
gerous because the patient may mistake his symptoms for 
hemorrhoids when, in fact, another disorder may be present. 
'Some hemorrhoids are temporarily improved by injections! 
which shrink them. The only cure for hemorrhoids is surgery! 
but this is not necessary for all patients suffering from the 
disorder. 


Outlook: A small percentage of hemorrhoids recur after surgical 


removal.

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Feasibility Study 
Set For Proposed

A formal feasibility study for pre- 


sentation to State of Illinois hospital 
licensing authorities is the next step in 
planning a hospital for Hoffman Es- 
tates, said Steve Robin, of Robin Con- 
struction Co, Monday night. 


At a hospital committee meeting. Rob- 


in told village officials that although in- 
dications of feasibility have been re- 
ceived from Hiram Siblpy with the Hos- 
pital Planning Council of Metropolitan 
Chicago, a formal statistical report is 
still needed. 


Robin said he's coasulted with officials 


at American Hospital Supply who told 
him the study should determine that a 
hospital complex with between 500 and 
1000 beds is needed locally. 


RICHARD REGAN flnd Michael Red- 


mond, both of the Hoffman Estates Plan 
Commission, said the need for the future 
should be easy to show based on popu- 
lation projections for Schaumburg Town- 
ship and the surrounding area. 


They stressed, however, that initial de- 


velopment would be concentrated around 
an acute care general hospital with be- 
tween 125 and 150 beds. 


A schematic drawing was done during 


the meeting by Martin Reinheimer, an 
architect working on expansions at Edge- 
water Hospital in Chicago, Reinheimer 
also designed Chicago's Outer Drive 
East and Carlisle Condominium. 


The scheme showed the acute care fa- 


cility as the core for a complex on 25 
acres of Robin Construction Co. property 
southeast of Harrington and Golf roads. 


Ultimate plans would include an ex- 


tended care facility, an intensive care fa- 
cility, a medical arts building, a profes- 
sional resident's building and a nursing 
home. 


THE ACtTE CARE core building will 


be for emergency care, general surgery, 
and obstetrics. Redmond said. 


The extended care facility will be for 


patients who may need physical therapy, 
and those who do not require the degree 
of attention provided in acute care, he 
added 


The intensive care unit. Reinheimer 


explained, is to be staffed with special- 
ized personnel and equipment for corona- 
ry, severe burn care and a whole field of 
specialized constant attention needs. 


The medical arts building will provide 


office space for general and specialized 
medical practitioners. 


THE PROFESSIONAL residence is 


being considered for hospital staff mem- 
bers attracted by rents lower than could 
normally be found locally for accom- 
odations comparable to any in the area, 
he added. 


A nursing home, also being considered, 


would fill the need for an independent 
geriatrics center when the area could 
support the facility. 


Mayor Frederick Downey was dis- 


tressed by claims made by a Schaum- 
burg hospital study group member that 
Hoffman Estates has only been consid- 
ering a hospital for weeks. 


Downey said he and Regan had begun 


considering a hospital nearly a year ago 
when they went to American Hospital 
Supply for consultation. 


"I HAVE THE expense sheet I charged 


to the village to prove it," Downey said. 


Regan said his major concern with the 


site proposed in Schaumburg is the loca- 
tion. He spoke of helicopter facilities 
being installed and said the Schaumburg 
Road site is no place to situate a landing 
pad. 


When the Vietnam war is over heli- 


copters will be used to remove auto 
crash victims and their cars from acci- 
dent scenes, Regan said. 


Redmond, an executive at Weiss Me- 


morial Hospital in Chicago, said a heli- 
port is being planned at his hospital and 
that several other hospitals in Chicago 
are getting ready now for the day heli- 
copters from Vietnam will become avail- 
able. 


Regan said major access from Golf, 


Harrington and Higgins Road and the 
Tollway also make the site more desir- 
able than the Schaumburg Road site.

Armstrong: same as last year, but 


with the addition of Village in the Park 
development. 


DIRKSEN: to include Timbercrest, 


Town Square Apartments, Sheffield Park 
and Sheffield Townhouses.

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For Loral Municipalities 
Propose State Zoning Bill 


Legislation which would give the state 


the authority to engage in zoning if local 
municipalities fail to do so was proposed 
to the Illinois General Assembly this 
rr.ornmg. 


State Rep. Eugene F. Schlickman, 


R Arlington Heights, chairman of the 
state's Zoning Laws Study Commission, 
submitted the final report of the commis- 
sion to the legislature 


Included in the report Is proposed leg- 


islation that would create a division of 
land use regulation within the state's De- 
partment of Local Government Affairs. 


"This division would have the responsi- 


bility of advising local government of 
sound land u^c- policies and practices," 
Schlickman said. "And where local gov- 
ernment fin Is to exercise general zoning 
authority, the state division, following 
thp adoption of a land use plan, could 
encagr in zoning until local government 
exrreisnd initiative " 


Among the recommendations of the 


commission is enactment of a land re- 


sources zoning code which would replace 
existing state zoning enabling acts. 


Objectives of the code, according to 


Schlickman, are to broaden zoning pol- 
icies and powers of local government, to 
foster development of land use policy 
within a framework of local planning, to 
establish uniform procedural 
require- 


ments for enactment of administration of 
zoning and to codify existing Illinois law 
and zoning practices into statutory lan- 
guage. 


The commission also recommends es- 


tablishment of an intergovernmental cq- 
operation act which would authorize co- 
operation by mutual agreement between 
local governing bodies. 


A final recommendation calls for crea- 


tion of a planning and conservation laws 
study commission, which would continue 
the activities of the Zoning Laws Study 
Commission. 


"Local zoning authority presently is 


based on statutes conceived 50 years 


ago," Schlickman said. "The commis- 
sion's recommendations will provide a 
solid foundation for meeting today's 
needs. They expand local responsibility 
and provide for effective coordination." 


Schlickman said the physical environ- 


ment of the state "will benefit immeasu- 
rably" by the commission's recommen- 
dations. 


The study comission, which included 


10 legislators and four public members, 
was created In 1969 to study land use 
needs in the state. Since that tune, it has 
conducted a state-wide survey of local 
zoning policies and practices. 


Last November, it issued a prelimi- 


nary report which included a provision 
giving the state the authority to establish 
minimum zoning standards in certain 
areas. 


Numerous protests were voiced by lo- 


cal government officials who viewed that 
proposal as an Infringement on the rights 
of local governments.

Representative 
Asks Credentials 
For Independents 


A representative of the Wheeling Inde- 


pendent Party (WHIP) made another 
plea to the village board Monday night 
for election credentials in the April 21 
village election. 


F r a n k Mahnlch who represented 


WHIP told village officials that although 
the village is not required to issue cre- 
dentials to the write-in party, it is not 
prevented from doing so by state statute 
<nd "they may be issued as a good will 
gesture." 


Credentials would allow the party to 


have poll watchers and vote challengers 
in the various precinct polling places on 
election day. 


Following Mahnich's presentation the 


request was referred to the municipal 
electoral board made up of village presi- 
dent Ted C. Scanlon, Village Clerk Eve- 
lyn Diens. and Village trustee Peter 
Egan. 


Scanlon told Mahnich that "we will try 


to get a reply from the electoral board." 


However, village attorney Paul Hamer 


said that neither the village board nor 
the electoral board could overrule an 
earlier decision by Mrs. Diens not to is- 
sue credentials. 


Hamer told trustee Michael Valenza 


that • decision on the credentials was 
finally up to the county clerk. The village 
has received a letter from the county 
clerk's office saying write-in candidates 
are not entitled to credentials. 


Jerry Fuller, vice chairman of the 


WHIP party, told the board that Hugh 
Sommerfeld, a write-in candidate for 
trustee in 1969 village election, was is- 
sued credentials. 


FULLER WAS unable to answer vil- 


lage officials questions about the source 
of Sommerfeld's credentials. 


Mahnich told the board that the party 


had gone to Mrs. Diens. Scanlon, and 
Hamer in seeking credentials. 


"With their knowledge, our attorney 


consulted Judge (Harry ) Comerford. All 
agree that (the state statutes) do not 
state that credentials must be issued. 


''Mr. Hamer has said he does not know 


if there is a statute that would prohibit 
the village clerk from issuing creden- 
tials. Judge Comerford concurs with our 
attorney, Thomas Murphy, that there is 
no statute that would prevent the is- 
suance of credentials and that they may 
be issued as a good will gesture," he 
said. 


"WITH THE ASSURANCE that no 


statute would be violated we again ask 
for election credentials, whether they be 
granted as our right as citizens or as a 
good will gesture," he said. 


Mahnich addressed himself to each of 


the reasons given by Mrs. Diens for the 
original refusal of the election creden- 
tials. 


He said that the point that the party is 


not a legal party and that it is only a 
rumor that the four candidates are run- 
ning as write-ins can be disputed. "Al- 
though the candidates names will not ap- 
pear on the printed ballot, the village ad- 
ministration is surely aware that the four 
candidates are seriously seeking the po- 
sition of trustees." 


Mahnich suggested the village board 


could assure that Mrs. Diens would be 
protected against any challenge to her 
actions if she granted the credentials. 


Scanlon explained that based on the 


letter from the county clerk's office and 
the discussions with Juge Comerford, "I 
think we are taking a stand that we have 
no other choice but to take. 


"To violate a law just to be a 'good 


Joe,' I wonder if this would be proper," 
Scanlon told Mahnich. 


WORK ON BUFFALO GROVE'S west side interceptor 
sewer has caused traffic slowdowns in the vicinity of 
Arlington Heights and Dundee roads. The sewer will go 
underneath Dundee Road and turn west along the road 


to service the Mill Creek subdivision and developments 
in the western part of the village. The work is being 
paid for from the water and sewer bond issue. 


Village OKs 
Eight-Story 
Building 


Wheeling's village board unanimously 


approved an ordinance allowing an eight 
story bank and office building — the tal- 
lest in the village — on the northeast cor- 
ner of Dundee Road and Milwaukee Ave- 
nue. 


The board also approved rezoning land 


in the Dunhurst Shopping Center for a 
Mr. Steak restaurant. 


The new office building, to be head- 


quarters for the Wheeling Trust and Sav- 
ings Bank, will be built behind the gas 
station now on the corner. 


A drawing of the building shown to the 


village board Monday indicate a glass 
wall building would occupy the site, al- 
though Robert Moore of the bank's trust 
department, which represents the prop- 
erty owner, said the plans for the build- 
ing design were indefinite. 


Plans call for the bank to occupy the 


first two floors of the building with pro- 
fessional offices to occupy higher floors. 


The ordinance was necessary to allow 


the building to be 80 feet high because 
zoning ordinances would normally limit 
building height on the property to two 
stories. 


TRUSTEE ROGER STRICKER point- 


ed out that the bank parking lot will 
serve as a retention basin in time of rain 
and that the property owners will relo- 
cate a storm sewer, solving a flooding 
problem which the village has been 
working on for years. 


The board also approved a special use 


permit for a restaurant on the east end 
of the Dunhurst Shopping Center at Elm- 
hurst and Dundee roads on the opposite 
end of the village. 


The permit will allow a Mr. Steak fran- 


chise to be built on the property. Before 
the vote on the special use permit trustee 
John Koeppen said he thought the board 
should have a promise in writing from 
the shopping center developers that they 
would clean up trash and debris in the 
parking lot and repair pavement in the 
parking lot. 


Trustee Michael Valenza who is also 


the village acting director of planning 
said that the developers had testified at 
the plan commission that the property 
would be cleaned up. 


Moran Urges Consideration For Village 
9s Young People

Michael Moran says lack of consid- 


eration for the youth of Wheeling is one 
of the major problems facing the village. 


Moran. at 28 the youngest candidate 


running in the April 20 village trustee 
election, explains that young people and 
teenagers in the community "have a re- 
sponsibility to be involved." 


He slams the annual "Kid's Day" 


when local eighth graders become vil- 
lage officials for a day. Instead, he said, 
"I think the kids should be given an op- 
portunity to be a part of the village and 
to set their ideals for the village and the 
people of the village should work in con- 
junction with them to arrive at their 
aims." 


"Everybody talks about a youth cen- 


ter, drug abuse, lack of activities for the 
kids. Most adults aren't in a position to 
provide answers for youth problems," 
Moran .said 


"I think the problems like drug abuse

have been attacked improperly because 
they haven't included the epople that are 
involved," he said. 


Moran has served as treasurer of 


HELP, Inc. (Help Eliminate 
local 


Problems), an organization dedicated to 
solving youth problems in the commu- 
nity. 


PRESIDENT OF THE Mark Twain 


School PTA, he is also vice president of 
the Wheeling Jaycees. 


A sales representative, Moran and his 


wife, Jacqueline and their three children 
live at 668 N. Wayne. 


He is seeking election to the four year 


trustee term as a write-in candidate on 
the Wheeling Independent Party (WHIP) 
slate. 


In addition to youth problems he cites 


flooding and citizen apathy as other ma- 
jor problems plaguing Wheeling. 


He calls for citizen participation in 


government. "There's plenty of room for 
involvement of people with the com- 
missions, committees. 
Anybody inter- 


ested in the village should be given an 
opportunity to assist," he said. 


He uses the example of the village's 


flood problem, "There's no reason some- 
body with a flooding problem has to be 
an outsider when in reality those are the 
people that should be working to find 
ways to disburse funds that should be 
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used to stop flooding," he said. 


ON THE POLICE strike last summer 


he said, "I do feel that this is something 
they (the village board) could have fore- 
seen and what settlement there was they 
could have arrived at before the police- 
men walked off their jobs." 


"If it meant sitting in meetings 20 


hours a day their job is to act in the best 
interest of the community and to be with- 
out police protection is too serious a 
thing to turn around and schedule into 
two or three hour meetings." 


Despite his criticism of the board for 


allowing the strike to begin, Moran said 
he thought the officials did a good job of 
bringing it to a close. 


Moran said he is also dissatisfied with 


the work done so far on the village's 
flood control program "because there 
are too many people being flooded. I 
won't be satisfied until the day comes 
when nobody has to concern themselves 
with water in their basement or their liv- 
ing room." 


On the proposed appearance commis- 


sion Moran said, "I really don't think 
there is anything wrong with the appear- 
ance of Wheeling the way it is right 
now." 


Moran explained his position on ap- 


pearance, "Beautification is nice, but I 
think there are too many more critical 
things tt> even concern yourself to any 
degree with it." 


MORAN SAID he thinks there are out- 


side influences on the village board's de- 
cisions. "There are too many things that 
come up for a vote at the village board 
meetings and too many things that are 
done in the village that are not in my 
estimation adequately explained," he 
said. 


"If it's not definitely defined in state 


statutes and it's not because of the pres- 
sure from the majority of the people of 
Wheeling and it is contrary to what the 
people sitting out in the audience at a 
given board meeting think, there's only 
one thing left . . . somehow, someway, 
there's pressure being applied." 


Moran said if he is elected a village 


manager could be hired by July 1. Moran 
said he'd choose a manager based on ex- 
perience and education. "If it means 
bending a little as far as wages are con- 
cerned, having to pay a little bit more 
for the man, fine," Moran said a fair 
maximum salary for the manager's posi- 
tion would be $24,000 yearly. 


"Everything spins around the man- 


ager. That's your liaison to the adminis- 
tration, the fire department, the police 
department, the building department. If 
you have a qualified man handling this 
job it will breed efficiency in every other 
department," he said.

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Schlickman Gets 
Zone Bill Started 
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Legislation which would give the state 


the authority to engage in zoning if local 
municipalities fail to do so wa.s proposed 
to the Illinois General Assembly this 
morning. 


State Rep Eugene F. Schlickman, 


R-Arlington Heights, chairman of the 
state's Zoning Laws Study Commission, 
submitted the final report of the commis- 
sion to the legislature 


Included in the report Is proposed leg- 


islation that would create a division of 
land use regulation within the state's De 
partmrnt of Local Government Affairs 


"This division would have the responsi- 


bility of advising local government of 
sound land use policies and practices," 
Schlickman said. "And where local gov- 
ernment fails to exercise general zoning 
authority, the state division, following 
the adoption of a land use plan, could 
engage in zoning until local government 
exercised initiative." 


Among the recommendations of the 


commission is enactment of a land re- 
sources /.onmg code which would replace 
existing state zoning enabling acts. 


Obiecfives of the code, according to 


Schlickman. are to broaden zoning pol- 
icies and powers of local government, to 
foster development of land use policy 
within a framework of local planning, to 
establish 
uniform procedural require- 


ments for enactment of administration of 
zoning and to codify existing Illinois law 
and zoning practices into statutory lan- 
guage 


The commission also recommends es- 


tablishment of an intergovernmental co- 
operation act which would authorize co- 
operation by mutual agreement between 
local governing bodies. 


A final recommendation calls for crea- 


tion of a planning and conservation laws 
study commission, which would continue 
the activities of the Zoning Laws Study 
Commission. 


"Local zoning authority presently Is 


based on statutes conceived 50 years 
ago." Schlickman said. "The commis- 
sion's recommendations will provide a 
solid 
foundation for meeting today's 


needs. They expand local responsibility 
and provide for effective coordination." 


Schlickman said the physical environ- 


ment of the state "will benefit immeasu- 
rably" by the commission's recommen- 
dations. 


The study comission, which included 


10 legislator;; and four public members, 
was created in 1969 to study land use 
needs in the state. Since that time, it has 
conducted a state-wide survey of local 
zoning policies and practices. 


Last November, it issued a prelimi- 


nary report which included a provision 
giving the state the authority to establish 
minimum zoning standards in certain 
areas. 


Numerous protests were voiced by lo- 


cal government officials who viewed that 
proposal as an Infringement on the rights 
of local governments.

McClcnnan, an official of the McClennan 
Co , agreed to have the dumping stopped 
until after village officials check the lev- 
el of the land with what had been ap- 
proved for the site. 


"We asked (him to stop), and he was 


happy to He's not doing anything illegal. 
I wouldn't have any basis for telling him 
not to dump anymore." 


Passolt said the creek channel had 


been widened in that area by McClennan 
in connection with the development of 
the property. McClennan said Monday, 
"I gave up about two acres for the basin 
out of about 40 acres in all. They re- 
quired me to do this, and I did." 


McClennan .said the dirt was being 


dumped at the site to raise the level of 
the land to street level. He said the level 
of the street in question, Foster Avenue, 
was set by Wheeling officials.

Shirley emphasized that he was speak- 


ing as 'a representative of the SHA and 
said he hud discussed the situation with 
the group's schools and the executive 
committees of the organization. Shirley 
is also running for trustee in the April 
20 election. 


HE SAID THAT the group wanted to 


take a positive approach to the situation 
"It is encouraging that some type of ne- 
gotiation and discussion is taking place 
and we would certainly hope that all par- 
ties would fully clarify all questions on 
the total proposal between themselves 
and for the benefit of the people before a 
commitment is made 


The announcement that Levitt was 


willing to sell ten acres of land in units 
11, 12. and 13 of their Strathmore division 
to the school district for $150.000. was 
made by Village Pres. Donald Thompson 
at a village board meeting April 5. He 
said that Levitt would sell the land to the 
district If the village would approve and 
annex a 60-acre. 500-unit condominium- 


No Action Taken On School Site 


The Dist. F6 school board met in execu- 


tive session for over two hours Monday, 
apparently to discuss a settlement of the 
school site controversy, but took no ac- 
tion. 


Following the secret session, board 


president Arthur Edmunds would only 
say that the school board "has heard of 
an offer to the school district through 
the village of Buffalo Grove. 


"We will reconsider the acquisition of 


a site at our next meeting," Edmunds 
said. "There are several qualifications to 
be met." 


Adeline Geo-Karis, attorney for the 


townhouse development Levitt has pro- 
posed. Thompson also said that the 
school district agreed to the proposal and 
would not ask for any land or cash dona- 
tion from the new Levitt development. 


When Thompson first announced the 


settlement, he said Levitt representa- 
tives would present detailed drawings to 
the plan commission within two weeks so 
a date could be set for public hearings. 


"Any settlement should recognise the 


fact that six acres were lost in the Lake 
County area due to non-compliance with 
the annexation agreement," Shirley said.

In return, Levitt has asked Buffalo 


Grove to annex 60 acres of land to the 
village and to allow Levitt to build 500 
townhouse-condominum type units. 


Garage Lease Approved 


The Buffalo Grove Village Board ap- 


proved a lease for the fire department to 
use the garage in the municipal building 
at Monday's village board meeting. The 
rent will be $12 a year. 


The fire department has been using the 


building since it was finished in Decem- 
ber of I960. Under terms of the agree- 
ment the lease will run for one year and 
be renewable each year 


According to the lease the 4800 square 


font garage and adjoining office space 
will be occupied for "housing and stor- 
age of fire-fighting equipment and equip- 
ment used in fire fighting; the office 
space to be used for conduct of business 
in connection with fire-fighting: and for 
no other purpose whatever " 


Another part of the lease, included at 


the recommendation of Village Atty. 
Richard Raysa. states "in the event 
premises are rendered untenable in 
whole or part by fire or other casualty, 
lessor (the village) may, at its option, 
terminate this lease." 


THE TRUSTEES voted to approve the 


lease, pending a change in the insurance 
policy naming the Village of Buffalo 
Grove as an additional insured party. 


In other action, the board accepted a 


bid of $S.I9fi from Floodstrom Construc- 
tion Co. of Deerfield for the construction 
of a sewerage treatment plant testing 
laboratory. The bid was originally re- 
jected as too high, but no new bids re- 
ceived were lower. 


The board also voted to advertise for 


bids for the construction of a closed .sew- 
er designed to eliminate flooding on For- 
estway Drive and (Catherine Court. The 
sewer would connect to an existing sewer 
on the Henry Wadsworth Longfellow 


School property. The estimated cost was 
about $1,500. 


The board also discussed a proposed 


fence ordinance and referred it to the 
village attorney for a final draft. In addi- 
tion, the trustees approved the street 
light layout for units 11, 12, and 13, fol- 
lowing a report by the traffic and safety 
committee. 


"The question is: are we totally pro- 


viding for this? State guidelines indicate 
what is reasonable acreage to build a 
school on. Ten acres would not comply 
with state guidelines. If you go by nation- 
al statistics in excess of 15 acres would 
be needed," for a school to handle the 
students just from the existing Strath- 
more area, Shirley said. 


"SINCE IT (the agreement) is based 


on additional areas, we would certainly 
want a final arrangement between all 
three parties to prevent what happened 
in the past," (no public use land included 
in final plan approval.) The type of de- 
velopment 
that has been discussed 


should be fully clarified before the vil- 
lage or the school, district agrees to any- 
thing;" Shirley pointed-wit. 


Thompson had said that the school dis- 


trict approved the plan and that it would 
not ask for any land or cash donation 
from the new Levitt development. 


However, no mention of the Levitt 


agreement was made in the open session 
at the Dist. 96 school board meeting last 
Monday night.

Osmon Attacks Board For Lack Of Honesty

Edward Osmon, Buffalo Grove Al- 


liance (EGA) Party candidate for trustee 
in next week's election says he is run- 
ning to "make Buffalo Grove a better 
place for me and my children to live." 


Osmon said his "honesty, 
integrity, 


straight-forwardness, intelligence a n d 
deside to do a good job," qualifies him 
for the trustee post he is seeking. 


Osmon feels that there is a lack of hon- 


esty and straight-forwardness is the 
present village administration. 


"It's obvious by the fact that there 


have been some groups formed. People 
have asked me how I formed my plat- 
form. I tell them that my platform has 
been formed by the prior administration 
and their unwillingness to respond to the 
people and their apparent interest in the 
contractors in this village," he said. 


Osmon believes that a lack of money is 


the 
biggest problem facing 
Buffalo 


Grove. He offered no specific proposals 
to improve the village's financial situ- 
ation but said there probably is money

available from the federal government. 


Osmon said there is not enough infor- 


mation available on the flooding prob- 
lems in the village to outline specific so- 
lutions. "The information given to us 
about how the sewers should have been 
put in is either faulty or there hasn't 
been adequate inspection to make sure 
that the sewers that are now in the 
ground are what they were supposed to 


have been. 


"I HAVE CALLED for a moratorium 


in the issuance of all building permits. If 
we drag our feet, this will give us more 
time to find out what the problem is," he 
said. 


Osmmi said if he is elected he "would 


strive for more light industry. I don't 
think we have to worry about industry 
not coming for lack of manpower. I think 
it's here." 


Osmon is firmly opposed to moderate 


income housing. "I am definitely op- 
posed to low income apartments in this 
area. We don't have public transporta- 
tion and we don't have shopping centers 
closely available tj *iK=," lie said. 


"I don't think we would want to bring 


in the type of industry that would sustain 
low income housing. These would require 
unskilled people, non-professionals. 


"I am defnitely opposed to it and I 


think it is unfair to the people in the 
community who have come out here and 
invested large amounts of money in their 
homes. To bring in low income housing,

you're going to create a burden on our 
fire department and on our police depart- 
ment," he said. 


Osmon also feels that the services of a 


professional planner are needed to con- 
trol the village's future growth. "We are 
definitely going to have to have profes- 
sionals in. I think we can lay the 
groundwork for what we need as a vil- 
lage, drawing on learned people and util- 
izing our planning commission." 


OSMON SAID he would ask 50 per cent 


of all future annexations to be designated 
for public use but added, "naturally I 
don't expect to get it. 


"I'd make sure that these public lands, 


once they were dedicated, would be 
staked at the boundaries. I would not 


vote for any public use lands that did not 
have improvements on them (grading 
and seeding). I want something for the 
kids to use other than just a quagmire 
with a bunch of weeds on it." he said. 


Osmon called for "some kind of ordi- 


nance so that one single village official 
could not meet and discuss annexation 
by themselves. I would make it impos- 
sible and make it a law to remove them 
from office or make it as strong as pos- 
sible." he said. 


Osmon also proposed that minutes be 


taken at negotiation sessions and "be 
read at the next regular village board 
meeting." 


Osmon has lived in Buffalo Grove sev- 


en years. He is married and has five 
children. He works as a sales manager 
for a heating and air conditioning firm. 
He has attended evening classes at 
Wright Junior College in Chicago and 
was formerly a journeymen sheet metal 
worker.

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Schlickman Gets 
Zone Bill Started 
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Legislation which would give the state 


thr authority to engage in zoning if local 
municipalities [nil to do so was proposed 
to the Illinois General Assembly this 
morning 


State Rep. Eugene F. Schlickman, 


R Arlington Heights, chairman of 
the 


state's Zoning Laws Study Commission, 
submitted the final report of the commis- 
sion to thr legislature. 


Included in the report Is proposed leg- 


islation that would create a division of 
land use regulation within the state's De- 
partment of Local Government Affairs. 


"This division would have the responsi- 


bility of advising local government of 
sound land use policies and practices," 
Schlirkman said "And where local gov- 
ernment fail* to exercise general zoning 
authontv. the state division, following 
the adoption of a land use plan, could 
engage in zoning until local government 
exercised initiative " 


Among the recommendations of the 


commission is enactment of a land re- 
sources zoning code which would replace 
exiting state zoning enabling acts. 


Objectives of the code, according to 


Schlickman, are to broaden zoning pol- 
icies and powers of local government, to 
foster development of land use policy 
within a framework of local planning, to 
establish uniform procedural 
require- 


ments for enactment of administration of 
zoning and to codify existing Illinois law 
and zoning practices into statutory lan- 
guage 


The commission also recommends es- 


tablishment of an intergovernmental co- 
operation act which would authorize co- 
operation by mutual agreement between 
local governing bodies. 


A final .recommendation calls for crea- 


tion of a planning and conservation laws 
study commission, which would continue 
the activities of the Zoning Laws Study 
Commission. 


"Local zoning authority presently Is 


based on statutes conceived SO years 
ago." Schlickman said. "The commis- 
sion's recommendations will provide a 
solid foundation for meeting today's 
needs. They expand local responsibility 
and provide for effective coordination." 


Schlickman said the physical environ- 


ment of the state "will benefit immeasu- 
rably" by the commission's recommen- 
dations. 


The study comission, which included 


10 legislators and four public members, 
was created In 1969 to study land use 
needs in the state. Since that time, it has 
conducted a state-wide survey of local 
zoning policies and practices. 


Last November, it issued a prelimi- 


nary report which included a provision 
giving the state the authority to establish 
minimum zoning standards in certain 
areas. 


Numerous protests were voiced by lo- 


cal government officials who viewed that 
proposal as an Infringement on the rights 
of local governments.

McClennan said the dirt was being 


dumped at the site to raise the level of 
the land to street level. He said the level 
of the street in question, Foster Avenue, 
was set by Wheeling officials.

After several months of work and de- 


liberation, the Palatine Village Board 
gave their final approval to an ordinance 
which gives Palatine an environmental 
control board. 


Palatine is now one of few municipal- 


ities in the country with provisions to 
create such a board. 


The board will replace the existing 


board of health — which has been 
termed "antiquated" — and will consist 
of 11 members who possess a variety of 
expertise in environmental matters. 


Members of the control board will be 


appointed by Mayor John L. Moodie with 
the consent and advice of the village 
board of trustees late this month or in 
May. 


THE BOARD WILL serve as an advi- 


sory and referral agency on all environ- 
ment-related issues. It will also conduct 
surveys and studies on environmental 
problems and be charged with sponsor- 
Ing educational seminars on anti-pollu- 


tion and ecology in general. 


A director of environmental health will 


also be appointed to head the to-be- 
formed control board. He will also serve 
as liaison between the village govern- 
ment and other agencies such as the Illi- 
nois Environmental Protection Agency, 
which sets statewide standards the local 
board will enforce. 


One of the first tasks of the new board 


will be to draft and recommend new or- 
dinances designed to safeguard environ- 
mental health in Palatine. 


Expertise on the board will be applied 


to set new guidelines for environmental 
protection. The board will consist of one 
medical doctor, a village trustee and 
nine others whose fields of endeavor 
range from civil engineering to biology. 


These members will be appointed to 


four, three-year terms; four, two-year 
terms; and three, one-year terms. There- 
after, all terms on the board will be for 
three years. 


Opponent Awareness Hit 


VIP candidates for the Palatine Vil- 


lage Board said yesterday they believe 
their opponents running on a Republican 
ticket are not aware of why they were 
chosen to represent the GOP Party in 
next week's election. 


Running as Republicans four years 


ago, toe VIP's said "At that time we be- 
lieved our sole job would be no repre- 
sent all residents of Palatine, regardless 
of party. This was not the case. We 
found a handful of party leaders are 
more Interested in favors than the good 
of the village."

They cited the recent dispute between 


the board and the MSD over sewer per- 
mits as an example of their charge. "It 
seems rather strange to us that Palatine 
was just a few of the more than 120 com- 
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munities served by the MSD that had a 
problem. 


"After talking with several trustees of 


the MSD about the new regulations for 
sewers, it is our opinion that the problem 
stemmed not from the regulations, but 
from the attitude of the Village Board 
toward the regulations," the GOPs said. 


THEY ADDED, "When we are elected, 


we will co-sponsor an idea whose time, 
we think, has come. We will suggest that 
each board member be made personally 
responsible to the overall board for rela- 
tions with a specific governmental agen- 
cy on a continuing basis. 


"Our village is not an island. Our 


board must be continually and mean- 
ingfully involved with all governmental 
units which serve or have an influence 
on the services being provided the resi- 
dents of Palatine. Our concern is with 
the people who live now in Palatine," the 
GOP candidates said.

Village Incumbent Party candidate 


Clayton Brown said the underlying issue 
of this campaign is "that the GOP wants 
the board." 


Brown criticized the GOP for "hand- 


picking only six candidates from a town 
which is 80 per cent Republican." 


He also said, "A political party's fate 


lies in doing favors and this is why I was 
not restated. I refused favors from spe- 
cial interest groups." 


Brown said political pressure was put 


on him to have village forces repair 
plumbing on private property, and like- 
wise with trimming trees, and to have 
students evicted from a house in town. 
"For refusing these favors I have been 
charged with unresponsiveness." 


He said his opponents are using the 


Sellergren high-rise development and the 
K-Mart at Baldwin and Hicks "to rally 
emotions." 


"IT'S HARD TO get people to accept 


change. K-Mart property has been zoned 
for business for 12 years and now people 
oppose it," he said. 


As for the changes which lie ahead, 


Brown expressed an attitude which fa- 
vors local control and polishing existing 


developments in a town which "is largely 
landlocked. 


He opposes state level proposals for 


state blanket zoning and regional or con- 
solidated government. He sees the adop- 
tion of the Home Rule provision of the 
new Constitution as a means to provide 
the village with more flexibility. 


Brown said Palatine is largely land- 


locked, except for the corridor extending 
along Northwest Highway toward Bar- 
rington. 


He feels part of this land, which is 


largely unincorporated now, should be 
set aside for a future site of moderate 
income housing. "Low income Housing in 
Palatine is impossible due to land and 
construction cost, but moderate-income 
housing is needed, and a fact to be 
faced." 


HE FELT MORE hosuing is needed for 


singles and young married 
couples. 


Brown also favors the idea of a down- 
town mall, which would be partially fi- 
nanced by the village according to what 
public benefit it determined, to keep lo- 
cal businesses alive. 


Brown furthermore wants "some form 


of an inter-suburban transportation sys- 
tem created," due to the increase of 
commuters. 


These hopes would be jeopardized by 


his defeat, and referring to his VIP run- 
ning mates, he added, "If the three of us 
lose this election, it's the end of the inde- 
pendent having a chance."

Legislation which would give the state 


the authority to engage in zoning if local 
municipalities fail to do so was proposed 
to the Illinois General Assembly this 
morning. 


State Rep. Eugene F. Schlickman, 


R-Arlington Heights, chairman of the 
state's Zoning Laws Study Commission, 
submitted the final report of the commis- 
sion to the legislature. 


Included in the report is proposed leg- 


islation that would create a division of 
land use regulation within the state's De- 
partment of Local Government Affairs. 


"This division would have the responsi- 


bility of advising local government of 
sound land use policies and practices," 
Schlickman said. "And where local gov- 
ernment fails to exercise general zoning 
authority, the state division, following 
the adoption of a land use plan, could 
engage in zoning until local government 
exercised initiative." 


Among the recommendations of the 


commission is enactment of a land re- 
sources zoning code which would replace 
existing state zoning enabling acts. 


Objectives of the code, according to 


Schlickman, are to broaden zoning pol- 
icies and powers of local government, to 
foster development of land use policy 
within a framework of local planning, to 
establish 
uniform procedural 
require- 


ments for enactment of administration of 
zoning and to codify existing Illinois law 
and zoning practices into statutory lan- 
guage. 


The commission also recommends es- 


tablishment of an intergovernmental co- 
operation act which would authorize co- 
operation by mutual agreement between 
local governing bodies. 


A final recommendation calls for crea- 


tion at a planning and conservation laws 
study commission, which would continue 
the activities of the Zoning Laws Study 
Commission. 


"Local zoning authority presently is 


based on statutes conceived 50 years 
ago," Schlickman said. "The commis- 
sion's recommendations will provide a 
solid foundation for meeting today's 
needs. They expand local responsibility 
and provide for effective coordination." 


Schlickman said the physical environ- 


ment of the state "will benefit immeasu- 
rably" by the commission's recommen- 
dations. 


The study comission, which included 


10 legislators and four public members, 
was created in 1969 to study land use 
needs in the state. Since that time, it has 
conducted a state-wide survey of local 
zoning policies and practices. 


Last November, it issued a prelimi- 


nary report which included a provision 
giving the state the authority to establish 
minimum zoning standards in certain 
areas. 


Numerous protests were voiced by lo- 


cal government officials who viewed that 
proposal as an infringement on the rights 
of local governments.

Fred Zajonc, incumbent village trustee 


seeking reelection, said he is running to 
offset the possibility of a Republican 
Party takeover of local government. 


"In the past we have represented ev- 


eryone and I'm not convinced our oppo- 
nents have this in mind. They are run- 
ning for the party, not the people. I want 
to prevent this," he said. 


He believes "a minority group in con- 


trol of the GOP" is attempting to estab- 
lish a stronger base from which to oper- 
ate in Palatine. 


Zajonc also is running for election be- 


cause he feels the board has done a good 
job, "and I would like to see the same 
sort of action by the board over the next 
four years." 


AND AS THE village grows, Zajonc 


said "We'll have to make changes as to 
the number of elective bodies. In the in- 
terest of streamlining efficiency and re- 
moving barriers, maybe there will be a 
consolidation within a community." He 
opposes, however, a consolidation of 
governments between towns. 


Zajonc's view of consolidation is par- 


tially reflected by his proposal for a 10- 
story municipal center which could house 
village, park and library operations. 


He also favors zoning at a local level 


and is against a recent proposal by Eu- 
gene Schlickman, R-Arlington Heights, to 
have the state empowered to zone munic- 
ipalities. 


''Zoning is a very, very dangerous 


area. It changes land value, can benefit 
some group or individual quite strongly, 
and I cannot visualize how the state 
could do a better job than us," he said. 


Concerning Palatine's future growth, 


he added, "We have to have a product 
mix in town." He feels the "apartment 
boom" will fade out in the next two 
years due to high vacancy rates but be- 
lieves low and moderate income housing 
will come to Palatine. 


"ANY HOUSING put up, however, 


should have all facilities that existing 
housing has. It's a disservice to any low 
income group to put them in dissimilar 
housing, to point them out and segregate 
them. The issue is to get them into the 
community acceptably and I think it can 
be done," he said. 


Transportation is also "a real prob- 


lem," he said. Zajonc said he hopes the 
state, county and village ''can straighten 
out the massive and confusing road sys- 
tem within the village confines." 


These and other plans, however, could 


be endangered by a Republican takeo- 
ver, he said, adding that "no matter 
what party is involved, once a person is 
elected he should not be pressured." 


Asked about his opponents charge that 


he has been an "unresponsive" trustee, 
he said the charge is "erroneous" and 
countered with, "When did I become un- 
responsive, the day I declined the GOP 
nomination?"

Board Agrees To 
Maintain A Pump 


The Palatine Village Board adopted an 


ordinance Monday night in which they 
agreed to maintain a pump to be in- 
stalled in Rossiter Lake this Friday in an 
effort to reduce flooding along Salt Creek 
in the Winston Park area. 


Illinois Division of Waterways officials 


expect to install a pump in the lake, lo- 
cated north of U.S. 14 and west of Rte. 
53, to lower the water level and use the 
lake as a storage basin for Salt Creek 
during flooding season. 


The action resulted from a suggestion 


made by a homeowner when water offi- 
cials met in Palatine several weeks ago. 


The lake, now about 40 feet deep, will 


be drained to a depth of 10 feet during 
dry weather and opened up for flood wa- 
ters during inclement weather. 


The project will both curb flooding and 


provide better working conditions for 
workmen who are expected to begin in- 
stalling a new culvert downstream under 
the Chicago»and North Western Ry. 
tracks late this month. 


LEONARD SPYER, of the hydraulics 


department of the division of waterways, 
said the Rossiter Lake project is being 
done in conjuction with the culvert proj- 
ect. 


Yesterday, bids for the culvert project 


were let in Springfield and Spyer said 
workmen will hopefully be on the job by 
the end of this month. 


A new 10 by 13 foot culvert will replace 


the existing culvert under the tracks, 
which is too small and has caused Salt 
Creek to back up during flooding season. 


State officials expect the project will 


nearly solve flooding in Winston Park. 


Monday, the village agreed to maintain 


the pump in Rossiter Lake, which will be 
installed temporarily and removed when 
the culvert project is finished. 


The state also came into agreement 


for the pumps with Lyle Rossiter, owner 
of the lake. 


The entire project is being financed by 


a $650,000 state appropriation.

PTYO it could use the land near Fremd 
only if it could not find usable land else- 
where.

on the old Levade ranch in north Pala- 
tine. It is bringing the Hoxie Brothers 
Circus to Palatine on June I as one of its 
many fund raising activities to help re- 
model the ranch site. 


LAST FEBRUARY. PTYO signed a 


contract with the circus to appear in the 
village. Since then, the group had been 
looking for a site to hold the circus. 


The Zayre's parking lot meets all the 


requirements for a circus site. It con- 
tains more than 25,000 square feet of sur- 
face area. It has adequate parking facil- 
ities and is near a fire hydrant. 


PTYO could not use its ranch site for 


the circus since it was too hilly and a 
fire hydrant is not located nearby. 


Miss Shayne said the circus will pre- 


sent two performances on June 1, It will 
present a matinee at 4 p.m. and an 
evening performance at 7 p.m. 


Tciekts for the circus are now on sale. 


Adult fare is $2 and children's tickets 
cost $1.50. School children attending the 
matinee will pay $1 per ticket. 


Currently. PTYO is considering mov- 


ing its ticket headquarters from an office 
at 21 N. Brockway St. in Palatine to a 
location inside Zayre's.

Richard Schar, fourth ward alderman- 


ic candidate slated by Mayor Roland 
Meyer's Citizen's Action Party, faces 
more opposition than any candidate in 
any other ward. 


Although having the support of the 


mayor through the CAP slate, he has to 
contend with the campaigns of indepen- 
dent candidate Richard Blane and write- 
in candidate and incumbent James Hud- 
dleston, who was dropped from the CAP 
in favor of Schar. 


Schar has had previous experience in 


city government by serving on the Roll- 
ing Meadows Zoning Board of Appeals 
and currently sitting on the clan commis- 
sion and special zoning commission. 


BASED ON HIS observations working 


with these committees and as a resident 
of Rolling Meadows for 14 years, Schar 
says the biggest concern the city will 
probably be faced with in the next four 
years will deal with the city water sys- 
tem. "Some thought will have to be giv- 
en to the water system in the next four 
to six years," he said recently, possibly 
to make room for the acquiring of Lake 


Michigan water rather than the existing 
well operations. 


Although he sees "no real great prob- 


lems" facing ward four residents, Schar 
said the city council should give some 
concern to the Wilke Road construction 
and the effect it will have on the resi- 
dents of his ward. 


"People on the existing Wilke Road 


are worried about what will happen to 
the old road after the new road is built," 
Schar said, explaining this is perhaps the 
biggest problem for residents of that 
ward. 


Concerning construction of Woodfield 


Mall in Schaumburg and the effect the 
huge shopping center will have on Roll- 
ing Meadows, Schar said that a "general 
upgrading of most of the parking lots in 
the Rolling Meadows Shopping Center" 
will have to be done to keep shoppers in 
the city and fight the competition of 
Woodfield Mall. 


The city council "must give the con- 


cept of low and moderate-income housing 
a great deal 
of consideration 
and 


thought," Schar said, but did not explain 
in what areas of town such housing could 
be constructed or what zoning would 
have to be provided. 


If elected to the fourth ward alderman 


position, Schar said "I will do my best to 
bring the views of the people of the 
fourth ward to the city council."

Richard Blane believes the city fire 


protection district and the city park dis- 
trict, both separate taxing bodies, should 
become part of the city. 


Blance, fourth ward independent aspi- 


rant, says this would be his one priority 
if elected. "We have the money now 
(speaking of sales tax surplus) that 
could be shared with all districts" if 
the city council would take jurisdiction 
of the taxing bodies. 


An improved street lighting program 


ranks high on his list of proposals as well 
as an area for low and moderate-income 
housing in the city. 


"I brought up low and moderate-in- 


come housing as a member of the plan 
commission two years ago," he said and 
then suggested setting aside a section of 
land in a "remote" area of town for the 
housing units.

He 
suggests better traffic control at the "S" 
curve at Wilke and Central because he 
says there will be even more traffic con- 
gestion at the curve when the Rolling 
Meadows High School is completed this 
year. 


When asked about the possibility of a 


regional government, which would en- 
compass eight or nine local municipal- 
ities, he said he partially favored such a 
proposal.

Schlickman Gets 
Zone Bill Started 


Legislation which would give the state 


the authority to engage in zoning if local 
municipalities fail to do so was proposed 
to the Illinois General Assembly this 
morning. 


State Rep. Eugene F. Schlickman, 


R-Arlington Heights, chairman of the 
state's Zoning Laws Study Commission, 
submitted the final report of the commis- 
sion to the legislature 


"This division would have the responsi- 


bility of advising local government of 
sound land use policies and practices," 
Schlickman said. "And where local gov- 
ernment fails to exercise general zoning 
authority, the state division, following 
the adoption of a land use plan, could 
engage in zoning until local government 
exercised initiative " 


Among the recommendations of the 


commission is enactment of a land re- 
sources zoning code which would replace 
existing state zoning enabling acts. 


Objectives of the code, according to 


Schlickman, arc to broaden zoning pol- 
icies and powers of local government, to 
foster development of land use policy 
within a framework of local planning, to 
establish uniform procedural require- 
ments for enactment of administration of 
zoning and to codify existing Illinois law 
and zoning practices into statutory lan- 
guage. 


Included in the report Is proposed leg- 


islation that would create a division of 
land use regulation within the state's De- 
partment of Local Government Affairs. 


The commission also recommends es- 


tablishment of an intergovernmental co- 
operation act which would authorize co- 
operation by mutual agreement between 
local governing bodies. 


A final recommendation calls for crea- 


tion of a planning and conservation laws 
study commission, which would continue 
the activities of the Zoning Laws Study 
Commission. 


"LocaJ zoning authority presently is 


based on statutes conceived 50 years 
ago," Schlickman said. "The commis- 
sion's recommendations will provide a 
solid foundation for meeting today's 
needs. They expand local responsibility 
and provide for effective coordination." 


Schlickman said the physical environ- 


ment of the state "will benefit immeasu- 
rably" by the commission's recommen- 
dations. 


The study comission, which included 


10 legislators and four public members, 
was created in 1969 to study land use 
needs in the state. Since that time, it has 
conducted a state-wide survey of local 
zoning policies and practices. 


Last November, it issued a prelimi- 


nary report which included a provision 
giving the state the authority to establish 
minimum zoning standards in certain 
areas. 


Numerous protests were voiced by lo- 


cal government cfficials who viewed that 
proposal as an infringement on the rights 
of local governments.

Board Agrees To 
Maintain A Pump 


The Palatine Village Board adopted an 


ordinance Monday night in which they 
agreed to maintain a pump to be in- 
stalled in Rossiter Lake this Friday in an 
effort to reduce flooding along Salt Creek 
in the Winston Park area. 


Illinois Division of Waterways officials 


expect to install a pump in the lake, lo- 
cated north of U S 14 and west of Rte. 
M. to lower the water level and use the 
lake as a storage basin for Salt Creek 
during flooding season. 


The action resulted from a suggestion 


made by a homeowner when water offi- 
cials met in Palatine several weeks ago. 


The lake, now about 40 feet deep, will 


be drained to a depth of 10 feet during 
dry weather and opened up for flood wa- 
ters during Inclement weather. 


The project will both curb flooding and 


provide better working conditions for 
workmen who are expected to begin in- 
stalling a new culvert downstream under 
the Chicago and North Western Ry. 
tracks late this month. 


LEONARD SPYER, of the hydraulics 


department of the division of waterways, 
said the Rossiter Lake project is being 
done in conjuction with the culvert proj- 
ect. 


Yesterday, bids for the culvert project 


were let in Springfield and Spyer said 
workmen will hopefully be on the job by 
the end of this month. 


A new 10 by 13 foot culvert will replace 


the existing culvert under the tracks, 
which is too small and has caused Salt 
Creek to back up during flooding season. 


State officials expect the project will 


nearly solve flooding in Winston Park. 


Monday, the village agreed to maintain 


the pump in Rossiter Lake, which will be 
installed temporarily and removed when 
the culvert project is finished. 


The state also came into agreement 


for the pumps with Lyle Rossiter, owner 
of the lake. 


The entire project is being financed by 


a $650,000 state appropriation.

"We should stand on our own feet in

he thinks the Prospect Heights Park Dis- 
trict is an important part of the unin- 
corporated community. 


Talbot, who owns a company called 


Corporate Benefit Plans, has played a 
leading role in the Prospect Heights Jay- 
ce»s since he moved to the community 
two years ago. 


Now. Talbot wants to servo on the park 


board. He believes the board, along with 
"(her legal bodies in thr unincorporated 
community, has extra governmental re- 
sponsibilities and privileges. 


But. "our unincorporated status hurts 


the park district to some degree," said 
Talbot. "The residents have a difficult 
time maintaining their identity." 


Talbot believes the civic bodies in the 


unincorporated community should make 
a greater effort to work together: "The 
cooperation is good, but the commu- 
nication should be better among all of 
the organizations. Incorporation would 
provide a central core. But, if it doesn't 
materialize. I would like to see a plan 
commission formed. It would provide a 
format for a monthly'exchange of ideas 
among the organizations." 


Concerning the park district's job. he 


feels "The park district's responsibility 
In recreation should be up to and not in- 
cluding teens. The teens already have 
high school sports and senior scouts. 


"I LIKE TO SEE young children get 


off on the right foot," added Talbot. "We 
should concentrate on this group and 
give little emphasis to adults and teens. 
You shouldn't make something out of a 
park district's responsibility that isn't 
there." 


Recreation for teens can be provided 


by a community youth commission, sug- 
gested Talbot. He said the Jaycees are 
now investigating the possibility of set- 


ting up such a commission. 


In the area of development, Talbot con- 


doned the district's present practice of 
utilizing school sites. He said, "It is the 
best use of the school land, because that 
is where children are 90 per cent of the 
day-time hours." 


"The school board is in such a finan- 


cial bind, they can't afford to develop 
their land anyway," said Talbot. "And it 
would cost the park district quite a lot to 
go out and purchase open land. 


"The park district needs money very 


badly," according to Talbot. But he 
doesn't believe the district should hold a 
referendum to acquire more funds at this 
time. "The people have been 'referen- 
dumed' to death," he said. 


"I LIKE THE idea of holding a refer- 


endum, not so much for raising taxes, 
but for giving voters the chance to say 
what they want from the district." 


Talbot isn't too concerned with physi- 


cal expansion of the district. "If you are 
a small organization, you should operate 
in that context. You can only be as ef- 
fective as you should be." 


Talbot ruled out the possibility of a 


merger because, "it would take away 
from the individual character of commu- 
nity." He added that if the community 
incnrpoates "the role of the park district 
may change." 


matter would be resolved no later than 
sometime next summer. 


No referendum will be held on the mat- 


ter in the area to be annexed, according 
to Link. "The petitions themselves, since 
they had more than 50 per cent of the 
registered voters and land owners, in ef- 
fect constitute a referendum." Earlier it 
had been thought a referendum would be 
required. 


The petition drive began more than 


three weeks ago. An annexation com- 
mittee'made up of the six homeowners 
associations in the area was in charge of 
the project. 


Though statutes require only 51 per 


cent of the voters and property owners 
sign the petition, Link had said he want- 
ed a higher percentage: "My goal was to 
get 100 per cent." He indicated he felt 
the case for annexation was stronger if 
the percentage signing the petition was 
higher than the requirement. 


The petitions were collected by com- 


mittee members and turned over to Link 
last week. After examining the more 
than 325 pages of signatures. Link filed 
the petition yesterday morning. 


Link predicted the annexation effort 


would be successful: "I hope they'll take 
us, and I think they will. We feel we 
would be an asset to the community. 
With 80 per cent of the people (in the 
area to be annexed) wanting it, how 
could they reject it? We put ourselves in 
their good hands." 


Of the annexation, Teichert said yes- 


terday, "Basically I favor it. To me that 
area is just as much Mount Prospect as 
Mount Prospect is. The people out there 
shop in Mount Prospect and attend 
church here. To me it would be benefi- 
cial f»r the village to make that kind of 
growth in that kind of compatible area." 
Teichert said, however, he would wait 
for the results of the feasibility study be- 
fore making a final decision on the mat- 
ter. 


Yesterday's petition was filed by the 


group from that part of the community 
known as the "new town" area of Pros- 
pect Heights, the southeastern portion of 
the community. 


Earlier this year a group from the "old 


town" area filed a petition to incorporate 
their area as the City of Prospect 
Heights. This area is immediately west 
and north of the area seeking annexa- 
tion. The proposed city will include por- 
tions of unincorporated Wheeling and Ar- 
lington Heights as well. A short hearing 
held on the proposal last month was con- 
tinued until May 4.

Scholten: For 'People Polities'

Kenneth Scholten doesn't act his age. 
The 26-year-old candidate (or village 


trustee is more involved in his commu- 
nity than most men his age or even old- 
er. 


As immediate past president of the 


Mount Prospect Jaycees and now coor- 
dinator of the Community Action Plan 
( C A P ) , Scholten 
is interested in 


"people" politics. He is concerned with 
engineering service projects to combat 
social problems in the community. 


From Scholten's point of view, local 


government is more than sewers, streets, 
zoning and traffic. Securing the health, 
welfare and safety of a community 
means stepping beyond the basic me- 
chanics of village government. 


"VILLAGE GOVERNMENT can sup- 


port special projects in the community 
without financing them. Financial assis- 
tance is not the only way to support pro- 
grams for youths or senior citizens. I 
think the village board can underwrite 
special projects in the community by en- 
dorsing them and encouraging active 
participation through example," he ex- 
plained. 


As CAP coordinator on the problems of 


drug use and abuse in Mount Prospect, 
Scholten is cognizant of the need for an 
endorsement from the village. "CAP is a 
community project, and if it is to be suc- 
cessful, it must win the support of the 
whole community and not just the village 
board, schools and park districts. I don't 
expect the village board to finance in- 
definitely an organization such as CAP, 
but I do think an endorsement would pro- 


vide the impetus we need." 


Although the . village board appro- 


priated $6,500 for services rendered by 
the staff at Forest Hospital in Des 
Plaines in connection with CAP, the 
board has not endorsed the program. The 


, issue was sent to the board's health and 


safety committee for additional study. 


If Scholten is elected village trustee 


Tuesday, seeking board endorsement of 
the program will have top priority. Also,

Norris Opposes 
'Rubber-Stampers'

Incumbent Trustee Lloyd Norris is run- 


ning against what he terms a "rubber 
stamp slate" — the three United Village 
Party (UVP) candidates. 


"The UVP slate is a rubber stamp. 


They'll vote the way Moyor Robert Tei- 
chert wants them to," he charges. 


"Two years ago Teichert and Joseph 


Grittani (then a trustee and now the 
UVP campaign manager) charged May- 
or Dan Congreve wanted to run the vil- 
lage his own way," Norris said. Now, 
said Norris, Teichert is guilty of the 
same thing. 


Norris, the only incumbent in this 


year's election is running as an indepen- 
dent. He promises that if elected, there 
will be "a return to trustee participation 
in the village administration." 


Norris, 57, is the director of public 


safety and management divisions of the 
Chicago Association of Commerce and 
Industry He and his wife Peggy live at 
200 S. I-Oka St. They have two sons and 
a daughter. 


THIS IS NOT THE first trustee cam- 


paign Norris has been in. In 1957 he was 
elected to a four year term. 


He was defeated in a reelection bid in 


1901. For the next several years he 
served on the village's zoning board and 
then plan commission. Norris returned to 
the village board in November of 1969 
when he was appointed to fill a vacancy 
created when Earl Lewis resigned. Nor- 
ris is now running for a four-year term 


As part of his campaign, Norris has 


unveiled a list of "Goals for the 70s for 
Mount Prospect." One of his goals is to 
set up three divisions in the police de- 
partment: a residential patrol, traffic pa- 
t r o 1 and 
investigation department. 


"Beefed up residential and traffic patrols 
are a must if we are to cope with the 
crime and traffic problems of the 70s." 


He also wants new equipment and ade- 


quate personnel for the fire department 
in an effort to better the community's 
fire insurance rating and thus lower its 
fire insurance premiums. 


"A further goal," he said, "would be to 


explore the need for ... 
a senior citi- 


zens' housing center in Mount Prospect." 
This exploration, he feels, should consist 
of a survey "to deterime the need for an 
senior citizens housing center." 


NORRIS HAS COME out in favor of 


reinstating the discount allowed on ve- 
hicle stickers if they were brought before 
a certain date each year. He voted in 
favor of ending the discount last year, 
but now says this was a wrong decision 
on his part. He said he had approved of 
ending the discount in an unsuccessful 
effort to keep the village from doubling 
its tax rate. 


Teichert's administration comes in for 


criticism at the hands of Norris. Con- 
cerning the village's application for state 
funds to pay for the Community Action 
Plan, a project to deal with drug use and 
abuse, Norris feels the village could have 
gotten the funds if the matter had been 
handled right. "The program was started 
before the application was made. Had 
they applied then started it, they would 
have gotten the funds. The village should

have also put in a commitment to pay a 
portion," he said. 


Asked why Arlington Heights (which 


did file an application before starting its 
program) was turned down in its appli- 
cation for similar funds, Norris said the 
state was "swamped with applications" 
at that time. 


Norris denied the trustees had refused 


to let the village manager do his job — a 
charge that arose last summer when Vir- 
gil Barnett quit as Mount Prospect's 
manager According to Norris the charge 
should have been leveled not at the 
trustees but at Teichert. 


IN LOOKING FOR a new village 


manager, Norris said he would not nec- 
essarily demand "a professional one" — 
one that his college and professional 
background

village management. 


"A manager of a trade association, 
whether he was in village affairs or not, 
would be good," said Norris. He went on 
to say, "The village president or any of 
the trustees would make a better man- 
ager than 70 per cent of the applicants, 
because they have a feel of the town." 
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ing with a fixed income in time of in- 
flation. Perhaps under the home-rule 
provision of the new constitution, we can 
explore ways to cut local real estate 
taxes for them. 


"As for providing low-cost housing for 


senior citizens, I think there's a need in 
the community. In my opinion, the vil- 
lage was negligent in the sale of Central 
School.

and ambition in seeking ways to solve 
these problems. One of the first steps is 
to hire a village manager who can con- 
centrate on problems such as these and 
investigate ways to implement them. A 
village manager is very instrumental in 
keeping village trustees informed on new 
projects in neighboring communities, fi- 
nancial grants available through the 
state and federal governments and sur- 
veys relevant to solving social prob- 
lems." 


In addition to his awareness of social 


problems, Scholten is also sensitive to 
the politics of operating a village. The 
youngest member of the United Village

Party slate recognizes the need to ex- 
pand village boundaries and annex indus- 
trial and commercial properties in an ef- 
fort to relieve the tax burden. 


He's cognizant of problems such as

Objectives of the code, according to 


Schlickman, are to broaden zoning pol- 
icies and powers of local government, to 
foster development of land use policy 
within a framework of local planning, to

Welfare Cases 
Double In Year 


Township officials nearly outnumbered 


the electors last night at the annual 
meeting of 
Wheeling Township, con- 


ducted at Kersey High School. 1900 E. 
Thomas St . Arlington Heights. 


In a brief meeting. Township Super- 


visor Ethel Kolerus and Assessor Mar- 
shall Theroux presented annual reports 
on township activities. 


Mrs Kolerus. noting controversy over 


centralized government for all of Cook 
County as opposed to decentralized local 
government in the suburbs, told the 14 
electors in the audience that Wheeling 
Township "experienced a marked in- 
crease of activity" m the past year 


She reported that township welfare 


cases more than doubled, from 222 in 
1969-70 to 489 in 1970-71 


She also reported that voter registra- 


tion at the Town Hall, 1818 E Northwest 
Hwy . had tripled during the year. Town- 
ship Clerk Dorothy Hauff explained that 
this was due chiefly to changes in the 
law which allow year-round registration 
at 
the 
Town 
Hall, previously only 


allowed at the County Building in Chi- 
cago. Voter registration in the township 
is now closed only for a 30-day period 
preceding a general election. 


MRS. KOLERUS reported that the 


township population was put at 119,218 in 


the 1970 census, as compared to 58,910 in 
1960. This figure means that Wheeling 
Township now has a greater population 
than 92 of the stale's 103 counties, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Kolerus. 


Theroux reported that the assessor's 


office has established a complete file of 
assessment records on all 33,000 land 
parcels in the township. For the first 
time, he said, information on the size 
and value of land parcels, the assessed 
valuation and type and age of improve- 
ments on the land can be obtained with- 
out visiting the County Building. 


He also said that land valued at more 


than $424,000, previously omitted had 
been added to the tax rolls, representing 
tax revenue of $45.000 not previously col- 
lected. 


Theroux said this land had been includ- 


ed in a 1968 aerial survey by the Cook 
County Assessor's office but never added 
to the assessment rolls. He estimated an- 
other $100,000 in tax revenue will be 
added in 1971 and 1972 through finding 
other omissions.

"I don't know if vandalism is going up, 


but the cost is going up because the price 
for labor and materials is increasing." 
Busenhart said. He estimated that on the 
average, a window costs $20 to repair. 
He did not have a total for how much the 
district has had to pay as the result of 
vandalism this year 


"SOMETHING HAS got to be done," 


said School Board Pres. Harrison Han- 
son, at a recent board meeting. "Stop- 
ping the vandalism may take an example 
in court" 


The district has two ways to punish 


known vandals, according to Busenhart. 
First they ask the parents of the vandal 
'to pay for the damage. If they don't pay, 
the district can take the case to court. 
"But the parents usually pay," Bus- 
enhart said. 


To protect school property from dam- 


age, the Mount Prospect Police patrol 
each of the schools at night. Lights are 
also kept on in the buildlngf. 


Busenhart said neighbors around the 


schools cm help apprehend vandals by 
reporting incidents of broken glass to the 


police or to the school district as soon as 
they occur. 


He predicted the costly pranks will 


continue until the weather gets cold in 
November or December.

Crane: Calley 
Decision Severe 


U. S Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-13th, 


said Monday the U.S. Army Court Mar- 
tial life imprisonment sentence for Lt. 
William Calley "was vastly too severe" 
and added that it is "absolutely bizarre" 
to think that Calley could have carefully 
premeditated the civilian murders he 
was recently convicted of. 


Crane, speaking at the annual luncheon 


of the 13th District Republican Woman's 
Club in Arlington Heights, said he agrees 
with his brother, David, a psychiatrist 
who analyzed Calley and testified in his 
court martial, that Calley was not com- 
petent to plan the actions for which the 
Army accused and convicted him. 


He said the Calley case is one of the 


great tragedies of the war and defended 
President Nixon's decision to review the 
case. 


"The President has every right to re- 


view the case," Crane said. "He has not 
said he would overturn the verdict, and 
there is no indication that he will. But as 
the commander-in-chief of the armed 
forces, he is the highest military court 
and his decision is not outside his author- 
ity." 


Crane discussed a variety of toipcs in 


his hour-long speech to the GOP women, 
including the President's proposed reve- 
nue sharing program and the lack of in- 
terest and involvement by citizens in 
government and politics. 


He said he is giving "qualified sup- 


port" to revenue sharing because he sees 
it as an improvement over present meth- 
ods of federal grants. 


"The ideal thing would be for the fed- 


eral government to cut back its spending 
and then cut back taxes," he said. "But I 
don't think that's very likely to happen 
in the foreseeable future.1' 


He said the President's general reve- 


nue sharing program will consolidate 
more than 130 different grant programs 
into six programs, which will result in 
more economy and more efficiency. 


"I think this will also result in more 


participation and more resopnsibility in 
the decision-making process at the local 
level," he said. 


Crane said he was unsure of the 


chance for passage of the revenue shar- 
ing program "because there are, many in 
Congress who feel that local govern- 
ments are too insensitive to the real 
problems, and also that local govern- 
ments are too irresponsible." 


One advantage of revenue sharing, he 


said, is that it would be a step toward 
dismantling the federal bureaucracy by 
putting more power in the hands of local 
officials. 


"I've found in just a little more than a 


year in Congress that no one really con- 
trols the bureaucracy," he said. "Con- 
gress doesn't control it; the President 
doesn't control it. It just continues to 
grow like some kind of cancer. The best 
way to stop it is by cutting off funds." 


He told his audience, which included 


former 13th District Rep. Marguerite 
Stitt Church, that government power 
should be concentrated locally, rather 
than on a federal level, and said the need 
for more involvement in local govern- 
ment was shown in 1969 when only 25 per 
cent of the eligible voters participated in 
the Republican primary in which he won 
the nomination for Congress. 


"You can get an idea of the magnitude 


of the problem when you realize there 
was such a small turnout in the best edu- 
cated and most affluent congressional 
district in the nation," he said. 


"And last year, when the voters of Illi- 


nois adopted a new Constitution, it was 
done so by only 35 per cent of the vot- 
ers."

The study comission, which included 


10 legislators and four public members, 
was created in 1969 to study land use 
needs in the state. Since that time, it has 
conducted a state-wide survey of local 
zoning policies and practices. 


Last November, it issued a prelimi- 


nary report which included a provision 
giving the state the authority to establish 
minimum zoning standards in certain 
areas. 


Numerous protests were voiced by lo- 


cal government officials who viewed that 
proposal as an infringement on the rights 
of local governments.

3,600 In Prospect Heights 
Seek Annexation To Village 


A petition asking Mount Prospect to 


annex a portion of Prospect Heights that 
includes more than 8.000 persons was 
filed yesterday with the Cook County 
Circuit Court 


The area, located northeast of Mount 


Prospect, includes about lli square 
miles, according to Patrick Link, the at- 
torney handling the annexation move- 
ment 


The petition calling for the annexation 


was signed by more than 3,800 persons in 
the area. Link said that number con- 
stituted about 80 per cent of the regis- 
tered voters and of the property owners 
in the area. 


Later this week the circuit court will 


set a hearing date on the matter. Link 
predicted the hearing would be sometime 
in May. "Assuming there is no difficulty 
at the hearing in May, it goes to the 
Mount Prospect Village Board " 


Prior to making a final decision on the 


matter, the village board will have a 
feasibility study conducted on the annex- 
ation. Yesterday Mount Prospect Mayor 
Robert Teichert indicated the board 
would not wait for the court to turn the 
matter over to the village before starting 
the study: "The sonner we start, the 
more thoroughly we can do it. Once 
they've filed, we know from there on it's 
just a matter of time until we get it, and 
so we might as well start now." 


Both Teichert and Link indicated the 


matter would be resolved no later than 
sometime next summer. 


No referendum will be held on the mat- 


ter in the area to be annexed, according 
to Link. "The petitions themselves, since 
they had more than 50 per cent of the 
registered voters and land owners, in ef- 
fect constitute a referendum." Earlier it 
had been thought a referendum would be 
required.

Education Group Gives

think the board was prepnring us for two 
wide-apart proposals," Metzler said.

The two 
teams will work with proposals from 
both sides to negotiate a contract agree- 
ment. 


Zwieback said he plans to meet with 


the entire school board sometime next 
week to discuss its proposal.

Zwieback said "The board feels this is 
quite out of line with what we could ever 
do" 


The salary increases requested by the 


MPEA range from zero for beginning 
teachers to $2,000.

To me that 
area is just as much Mount Prospect as 
Mount Prospect is. The people out there 
shop in Mount Prospect and attend 
church here. To me it would be benefi- 
cial for the village to make that kind of 
growth in that kind of compatible area." 
Teichert said, however, he would wait 
for the results of the feasibility study be- 
fore making a final decision on the mat- 
ter.

Monday night park board commission 


ers approved bids for furniture, fertilizer 
and a dedication plaque to put finishing 
touches on the approximately $500.000 
building which was begun last spring. 


The center at 411 S. Maple St. hns 


been open for activity since January, but 
only some of the rooms have been open. 


"We'll probably be moving our offices 


over to the building by the end of May," 
said Tom Cooper, park director. Cur- 
rently park officials have offices at the 
Mount Prospect Community Center, 600 
S. See-Gwun Ave. 


All major construction is finished, ac- 


cording to Cooper. He said all that re- 
mains to be done is installing fights and 
"ceiling in the basement teen center, a 
divider curtain in the gym and a 75 f^ot 
sidewalk from the parking lot to the 
building's entrance. Once the sidewalk is 
completed, Cooper said, the park dis- 
trict's crew will start on the outside land- 
scaping. 


As soon as the lighting and ceiling are 


in the basement, teens will paint the 
walls of the youth center with designs 
they have chosen themselves. The youth 
center officially opened Monday. 


Completion of the center, part of a $2.4 


million bond referendum passed in Feb- 
ruary of 1969, has been slated since La- 
bor Day last year. Unmet construction 
d e a d l i n e s , truckers' and operators' 
strikes and delayed deliveries have held 
up completion. However, the multi-pur- 
pose room and gymnasium were opened 
earlier this year for park district activi- 
ties. 


The building consists of four craft 


rooms measuring 20 feet by 20 feet and 
one large multi-purpose room at 40 feet 
by 40 feet. 


The entire building is air-conditioned 


including the gymnasium, locker and 
shower facilities. The gymnasium in- 
cludes a stage, fold-away bleachers, six 
blackboards, gym equipment and an 
electric Scoreboard. 


Included in the multi-purpose room are 


ballet bars, mirrored wall, dividing cur- 
tain and gym mats. 


The park district serves a major por- 


tion of Mount Prospect, the eighth ward 
in Des Plaines, and small parts of Ar- 
lington Heights and Elk Grove Village.

curious kids. 


They're all part of first grade teacher 


Susan Liston's day at Sunset Park School 
in Mount Prospect. And as she runs 
around explaining words, drying tears 
and buttoning up jackets, Mrs. Liston is 
right at home. 


For her, teaching isn't really work, it's 


almost a hobby. 


"If I had to work for the money, I 


don't think I would really enjoy it," said 
the 32,-year-old teacher who has taught in 
Dist. 57 for four years and lives at 115 S. 
William St. 


Recently the slim, dark-haired teacher 


was named Educator of the Year by the 
Mount Prospect Jaycees. She was hon- 
ored at a banquet with a plaque and a 
$75 cash award. The honor makes her 


eligible to compete in state and national 
contests. 


But she said one of the nicest things 


about the honor was the excitement of 
her students. 


"Monday morning after I found out, I

walked into the classroom and they all 
shouted, 'You're teacher of the year,' 
pleased with their big announcement," 
said Mrs. Liston. ''And then there were 
congratulations notes sitting on my 
desk." 


MRS. LISTON SAID she would rather 


teach first-grade than any other. So she's 
happy with those 18 six-year-olds she 
sees five days a week. 


"They're at an age where they are so 


uninhibited, they say anything," said 
Mrs. Liston. "I enjoy sharing experi- 
ences with them because they are so 
willing, interested, curious." 


First-grade is the most important year 


in a child's education, according to Mrs. 
Liston. "At this age they establish the 
work habits and routine of the school 
day," she explained. '"They have to get 
a good feeling about themselves — they 


gain self-confidence. Some don't have 
any of those feelings when they first get 
to first grade." 


And a first-grade teacher can be a big 


influence on her students. Said Mrs. Lis- 
ton: "I guess it was my first grade 
teacher who influenced me the most. She 
still keeps in contact. Last Christmas she 
sent me a picture I had done when I was 
in her class. She had saved it all those 
years." 


A typical day in Mrs. Liston's class 


consists of a morning chat and announce- 
ments "to get them in the mood for the 
day," phonics lesson and flashcard drills. 
Then the students lie down on their rugs 
and read. There's arithmetic and a story 
to finish up the day. 


For a special treat, Mrs. Liston plays 


the piano. 


"IF I HELP the kids with these things 


and they understand, then I feel they're 
on their way," Mrs. Liston said. 


She always wanted to be a teacher but 


it took six years for Mrs. Liston to get 
her degree from Knox College in Gales- 
burg, 111. While she was going to school 
she had a baby and a husband to take 
care of. 


Now her "baby" is 13 and attends Lin- 


coln Junior High School, and her hus- 
band, Tom, is an accountant. She student 
taught first grade in Winnetka and 
taught second grade for two years in Ga- 
lesburg and Gross Point, Mich. She's 
been teaching for seven years, and 
doesn't plan to stop now. 


"Being a housewife, mother and teach- 


er has worked out fine so far," said Mrs. 
Liston "I've already put my name in to 
come back next year."

add teachers 


On March 29 the board decided not to 


renew contracts with 15 teachers because 
of certificate deficiencies It did not re- 
new contracts with two first-year teach- 
ers one second-year teacher, and one ten- 
ure teacher, but said that these were not 
renewed for reasons other than budget 
cuts 


If teachers are not to be reemployed 


for the coming school year they must re- 
cn\e notice of dismissal 60 days before 
the end of the school term according to 
the school code That deadline is Sunday.

Scholten: For 'People Polities'

Kenneth Scholten doesn't act his age. 
The 26-year-old candidate for village 


trustee is more involved in his commu- 
nity than most men his age or even old- 
er. 


As immediate past president of the 


Mount Prospect Jaycees and now coor- 
dinator of the Community Action Plan 
( C A P ) , Scholten 
is interested in 


"people" politics. He is concerned with 
engineering service projects to combat 
social problems in the community. 


From Scholten's point of view, local 


government is more than sewers, streets, 
zoning and traffic. Securing the health, 
welfare and safety of a community 
means stepping beyond the basic me- 
chanics of village government. 


"VILLAGE GOVERNMENT can sup- 


port special projects in the community 
without financing them. Financial assis- 
tance is not the only way to support pro- 
grams for youths or senior citizens. I 
think the village board can underwrite 
special projects in the community by en- 
dorsing them and encouraging active 
participation through example," he ex- 
plained. 


As CAP coordinator on the problems of 


drug use and abuse in Mount Prospect, 
Scholten is cognizant of the need for an 
endorsement from the village. "CAP is a 
community project, and if it is to be suc- 
cessful, it must win the support of the 
whole community and not just the village 
board, schools and park districts. I don't 
expect the village board to finance in- 
definitely an organization such as CAP, 
but I do think an endorsement would pro- 


vide the impetus we need." 


Although the village board appro- 


priated $6,500 for services rendered by 
the staff at Forest Hospital in Des 
Plaines in connection with CAP, the 
board has not endorsed the program. The 
issue was sent to the board's health and 
safety committee for additional study. 


If Scholten is elected village trustee 


Tuesday, seeking board endorsement of 
the program will have top priority.

'Rubber-Stampers'

Incumbent Trustee Lloyd Norris is run- 


ning against what he terms a "rubber 
stamp slate" — the three United Village 
Party (UVP) candidates. 


"The UVP slate is a rubber stamp. 


They'll vote the way Moyor Robert Tei- 
chert wants them to," he charges. 


"Two years ago Teichert and Joseph 


Grittani (then a trustee and now the 
UVP campaign manager) charged May- 
or Dan Congreve wanted to run the vil- 
lage his own way," Norris said. Now, 
said Norris, Teichert is guilty of the 
same thing. 


Norris, the only incumbent in this 


year's election is running as an indepen- 
dent. He promises that if elected, there 
will be "a return to trustee participation 
in the village administration." 


Norris, 57, is the director of public 


safety and management divisions of the 
Chicago Association of Commerce and 
Industry. He and his wife Peggy live at 
200 S. I-Oka St. They have two sons and 
a daughter. 


THIS IS NOT THE first trustee cam- 


paign Norris has been in. In 1957 he was 
elected to a four year term. 


He was defeated in a reelection bid in 


1961. 
For the next several years he 


served on the village's zoning board and 
then plan commission. Norris returned to 
the village board in November of 1969 
when he was appointed to fill a vacancy 
created when Earl Lewis resigned. Nor- 
ris is now running for a four-year term. 


As part of his campaign, Norris has 


unveiled a list of "Goals for the '70s for 
Mount Prospect." One of his goals is to 
set up three divisions in the police de- 
partment: a residential patrol, traffic pa- 
t r o 1 and 
investigation 
department. 


"Beefed up residential and traffic patrols 
are a must if we are to cope with the 
crime and traffic problems of the 70s." 


He also wants new equipment and ade- 


quate personnel for the fire department 
in an effort to better the community's 
fire insurance rating and thus lower its 
fire insurance premiums. 


"A further goal," he said, "would be to 


explore the need for ... 
a senior citi- 


zens' housing center in Mount Prospect." 
This exploration, he feels, should consist 
of a survey "to deterime the need for an 
senior citizens housing center." 


NORRIS HAS COME out in favor of 


reinstating the discount allowed on ve- 
hicle stickers if they were brought before 
a certain date each year. He voted in 
favor of ending the discount last year, 
but now says this was a wrong decision 
on his part. He said ha had approved of 
ending the discount in an unsuccessful 
effort to keep the village from doubling 
its tax rate. 


Teichert's administration comes in for 


criticism at the hands of Norris. Con- 
cerning the village's application for state 
funds to pay for the Community Action 
Plan, a project to deal with drug use and 
abuse, Norris feels the village could have 
gotten the funds if the matter had been 
handled right. "The program was started 
before the application was made. Had 
they applied then started it, they would 
have gotten the funds. The village should

have also put in a commitment to pay a 
portion," he said. 


Asked why Arlington Heights (which 


did file an application before starting its 
program) was turned down in its appli- 
cation for similar funds, Norris said the 
state was "swamped with applications" 
at that time. 


Norris denied the trustees had refused 


to let the village manager do his job — a 
charge that arose last summer when Vir- 
gil Barnett quit as Mount Prospect's 
manager. According to Norris the charge 
should have been leveled not at the 
trustees but at Teichert. 


IN LOOKING FOR a new village 


manager, Norris said he would not nec- 
essarily demand "a professional one" — 
one that his college and professional 
background 
in 
village 
management. 


"A manager of a trade 
association, 


whether he was in village affairs or not, 
would be good," said Norris. He went on 
to say, "The village president or any of 
the trustees would make a better man- 
ager than 70 per cent of the applicants, 
because they have a feel of the town." 
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ing with a fixed income in time of in- 
flation. Perhaps under the home-rule 
provision of the new constitution, we can 
explore ways to cut local real estate 
taxes for them. 


"As for providing low-cost housing for 


senior citizens, I think there's a need in 
the community. In my opinion, the vil- 
lage was negligent in the sale of Central 
School. The site would be ideal for a se- 
nior citizens recreation center or housing 
development," Scholten explained. 


In campaigning for election, Scholten 


has not promised CAP he will deliver an 
endorsement from the village board on a 
silver platter and he has not promised 
senior citizens blanket approval on a rec- 
reation center, transportation or housing. 


"WHAT I AM PROMISING residents 


is that I'll capitalize on my youth, drive 
and ambition in seeking ways to solve 
these problems. One of the first steps is 
to hire a village manager who can con- 
centrate on problems such as these and 
investigate ways to implement them. A 
village manager is very instrumental in 
keeping village trustees informed on new 
projects in neighboring communities, fi- 
nancial grants available through the 
state and federal governments and sur- 
veys relevant to solving social prob- 
lems." 


In addition to his awareness of social 


problems, Scholten is also sensitive to 
the politics of operating a village. The 
youngest member of the United Village

Party slate recognizes the need to ex- 
pand village boundaries and annex indus- 
trial and commercial properties in an ef- 
fort to relieve the tax burden. 


He's cognizant of problems such as 


traffic, flooding, water resources, capital 
improvements and zoning. According to 
the candidate, the key word is coopera- 
tion. "Many of our problems extend be- 
yond the village. Solving them will re- 
quire we cooperate with neighboring 
communities on issues such as traffic, 
flooding and pollution." 


Scholten and his teammates George 


Anderson and Richard Monroe will be 
seeking election Tuesday to four-year 
terms on the village board.

Tax Warrant 
Sale A First

Faced with the late collection of tax 


monies, the 
Arlington Heights Park 


Board last night approved the sale of tax 
anticipation warrants so the park district 
can pay its bills in the next few months. 


With the late mailing of tax bills by the 


county assessor's office, tax money will 
be collected later than in other years, 
and thus, will be distributed later to the 
various taxing bodies, including the park 
district. 


The board authorized the selling of not 


more than $100.000 worth of the warrants 
with the interest rate to be negotiated. 
Roger Burke, pnrk district treasurer, 
said the present going interest rate on 
the warrants is between three and four 
per cent 


Bt'RKE MADE THE recommendation 


for the amount of warrants to be sold 
based on a projection of expenses and 
income for May. June, July and August. 


Park board members were told during 


a meeting last month of the need for sell- 
ing the warrants to meet operating ex- 
penses 


Burke stressed 
that the warrants 


would be bought back as soon as park 
district money becomes available. 


Board Pres. Charles Cronm repeated 


what he had said at a previous board 
meeting when he said, "It's the first 
time in history we've had to do this." 


Although the selling of warrants is a 


first for the local park district, other 
area park districts and many school dis- 
tricts sell the warrants every year.

Since it began in October, CAP has in- 


volved a series of individual and group 
meetings aimed at identifying the prob- 
lems in the village which lead to drug 
abuse. 


THE MAIN PURPOSE was to identify 


the problems which exist in the village 
and have various groups accept the re- 
sponsibility for producing solutions to 
these problems. 


The concept of CAP was developed by 


the staff of Forest Hospital, a private 
psychiatric hospital in Des Plaines. Rob- 
ert Willford, clinical psychologist at the 
hospital, and other hospital staff mem- 
bers have been working with various 
organizations to develop the master 
plan. 


At the beginning of CAP about six 


months ago. the office of the village 
president was used to cut across geogra- 
phic and special interest lines to call tc- 
g e t h e r representatives from power 
groups in Arlington Heights. Under tke 
name of Arlington Heights Village Presi- 
dent Jack Walsh, invitations were sent to 
representatives inviting them to meet- 
ings to discuss CAP. 


Preliminary meetings inlcuded repre- 


sentatives from the Arlington Heights 
Youth Council; elected leaders; ele- 
mentary, junior high and high school 
principals; real estate dealers; clergy* 
men; service clubs; social organizations; 
homeowner associations; lawyers; par- 
ent-teacher organizations; 
s t u d e n t 


groups; special interest groups; and the 
news media. 


The program started as a village-spon- 


sored activity, with the village board ap- 
proving funds for the hiring of the Forest 
Hospital staff as advisors for CAP. 


As the program progresses, village 


government will become more and more 
removed. At tomorrow's meeting, a1 
chairman of CAP will be announced. 
The chairman's job will include being the 
driving force to see that the programs 
outlined in the master plan are imple- 
mented 


THE CHAIRMAN WILL also provide 


periodic reports to the village board on 
the progress of the programs in the mas- 
ter plan. The village government and its 
various agencies will continue to serve 
as resources for the citizens involved in 
the program. 


A similar program initiated in Mount 


Prospect last spring, resulted in a 10- 
point master plan. The first part of the 
plan implemented was a drug hotline 
which opened about a month ago. 


The Pump House Hotline is manned by 


27 high school students and adults who 
volunteered their time. The volunteers, 
who were selected from a list of 90 ap- 
plicants, received about 190 hours of 
training from the staff at Forest Hospi- 
tal. 


The original estimated cost of the 


training was $3,600. Of this amount, con- 
tributions were made by three Mount 
Prospect community organizations in- 
cluding at $1,500 donation by the Rotary 
Club, a $250 donation by the business 
women's organization and a $500 dona- 
tion by the Lions Club.

Welfare Cases 
Double In 
Last Year 


Township officials nearly outnumbered 


the electors last night at the annual 
meeting of Wheeling Township, con- 
ducted at Hersey High School, 1900 E. 
Thomas St., Arlington Heights. 


In a brief meeting, Township Super- 


visor Ethel Kolerus and Assessor Mar- 
shall Theroux presented annual reports 
on township activities. 


Mrs. Kolerus, noting controversy over 


centralized government for all of Cook 
County as opposed to decentralized local 
government in the suburbs, told the 14 
electors in the audience that Wheeling 
Township "experienced a marked in- 
crease of activity" in the past year. 


She reported that township welfare 


cases more than doubled, from 222 in 
1969-70 to 489 in 1970-71. 


She also reported that voter registra- 


tion at the Town Hall, 1818 E. Northwest 
Hwy., had tripled during the year. Town- 
ship Clerk Dorothy Hauff explained that 
this was due chiefly to changes in the 
law which allow year-round registration 
at the Town Hall, previously only 
allowed at the County Building in Chi- 
cago. Voter registration in the township 
is now closed only for a 30-day period 
preceding a general election. 


MRS. KOLERUS reported that the 


township population was put at 119,218 in 
the 1970 census, as compared to 58.910 in 
1960. This figure means that Wheeling 
Township now has a greater population 
than 92 of the state's 103 counties, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Kolerus. 


Theroux reported that the assessor's 


office has established a complete file of 
assessment records on all 33,000 land 
parcels in the township. For the first 
time, he said, information on the size 
and value of land parcels, the assessed 
valuation and type and age of improve- 
ments on the land can be obtained with- 
out visiting the County Building. 


He also said that land valued at more 


than $424.000, previously omitted had 
been added to the tax rolls, representing 
tax revenue of $45,000 not previously col- 
lected. 


Theroux said this land had been includ- 


ed in a 1968 aerial survey by the Cook 
County Assessor's office but never added 
to the assessment rolls. He estimated an- 
other $100,000 in tax revenue will be 
added in 1971 and 1972 through finding 
other omissions.

include using local physicians, lawyers,

Objectives listed for the high school 


drug program include introducing an ef- 
fective drug abuse program as a part of 
the curriculum This program would in 
elude an analysis of local 01 national 
drug abuse data One purpose would be 
to develop continuing community aware 
ness of the problems The estimated cost 
for the program is $1 750 


The education programs were pre- 


sented by principals from each of the re- 
spective levels in the local school sys- 
tem 


A HOTLINE telephone service is one 


part of a two-part program proposed by 
the committee including local clergymen 
This program would include the forma- 
tion of a not-for-profit corporation to di 
rect the services of the hotline 


Approximately 40 volunteers would be 


trained to work a four-hour shift per 


week 
The objectives of the program 


would be to provide the caller with im- 
mediate assistance for personal emer- 
gencies with volunteers having the abili- 
ty to duect the caller to long-range help 
if nocessaiv No cost estimate was given, 
but a similar program in Mount Prospect 
was started in March The cost for tram- 
ing 27 volunteers was about $3,600

Legislation which would give the state 


the authority to engage in zoning if local 
municipalities fail to do so was proposed 
to the Illinois General Assembly this 
morning 


State Rep Eugene F 
Schlickman, 


R Arlington Heights, chairman of the 
state's Zoning Laws Study Commission, 
submitted the final report of the commis- 
sion to the legislature 


'This division would have the responsi- 


bility of advising local government of 
sound land use policies and practices," 
Sehlickman said "And where local gov 
ernment fails to exercise general zoning 
authority, the state division, following 
the adoption of a land use plan, could 
engage in zoning until local government 
exercised initiative " 


Among the recommendations of the 


commission is enactment of a land re- 
sources zoning code which would replace 
existing state zoning enabling acts 


Objectives of the code, according to 


SchLckman, are to broaden zoning pol- 
icies and powers of local government, to 
foster development of land use policy 
within a framework of local planning, to 
establish uniform procedural 
require- 


ments for enactment of administration of 
zoning and to codify existing Illinois law 
and zoning practices into statutory lan- 
guage 


Included in the report is proposed leg 


islation that would create a division of 
land use regulation within the state's De- 
partment of Local Government Affairs 


The commission also recommends es 


tablishment of an intergovernmental co 
operation act which would authorize co

I have done so and I'm going to stick by 
my guns," said the mayor. 


In the remaining contested wards, Beh-

John Leer (3rd), who is facing two oppo- 
nents; Aid. Corvin Wagner (5th), who is 
being challenged by a Prospect Avenue 
resident; and Aid. John Seitz (7th), who 
also has two challengers. 


The mayor said he endosres the unop- 


posed incumbents, Aid. Joseph Szabo 
(1st), Aid. Robert Hinde (4th), Aid. Mor- 
gan O'Brien and Aid. Ewald Swanson 
(6th). 


In approving his candidates, Behrel 


said Reilly's experience as a former 
Dist. 62 school board member makes him 
qualified for the job. Leer, he said, has 
aided residents in the third ward and 
throughout the city by his work on the 
council's traffic and forestry committees. 


"This is the first time he's had any 


competition, if you can call it that," Beh- 
rel sail of Leer's two opponents, Christl 
Plambeck of 831 Thacker St.,and B.

One major problem facing the fifth 


ward, according to Aid. Corvin Wagner, 
is to integrate changes and new devel- 
opments into the ward without changing 
the ward's residential character. 


Wagner, who is seeking his second full 


term in office, says he has fought spot 
zoning and will continue push for devel- 
opment on a strictly controlled basis. 


He pledges to keep an eye on the prog- 


ress of the Trammel Crow property on 
the south side of Touhy Avenue west of 
Lee Street and the Walgreen Co. building 
on the old St. Patrick's Academy site, to 
make sure both are built according to 
agreed plans. 


Wagner. 57, of 1743 Farwell Ave., 


points to his "service to the city and the 
ward" in his six years on city council 
and says he was instrumental in saving 
residents a lot of money in the huge Or- 
chard Place special assessment project 
that brought paved streets, curbs and 
gutters to much of the far south side. 


One of his big conerns, Wagner says, is 


beautification of the areas along Mann- 
heim Road. It's up to the residents, he 
says, to keep the area clean and per- 
suade other property owners to do the 
same. 


"I think the biggest thing has got to be 


the desire of the people living adjacent to 
it," says Wagner. "Any ordinance that 
the city could impose would only be sec- 
ondary to the actions of the owners of the 
property." 


Here are his stands on other issues fac- 


ing the city: 


YOUTH PROBLEMS: I think the city 


should always have a responsibility to all 
its citizens and its youth are part of its 
citizens. I think they should always be 
concered about the youth and all the 


citizens . . . (but) the park 
district 


seems to be more oriented toward youth. 
I'm not trying to shirk the responsibility 
of our city but I don't think it's the re- 
sponsibility of our city government. You 
should support the bodies that have the 
most liaison with the problem ... It 
should be studied and, the. oust logical 
agency should provide thf'help ... It 
seems that we should logically be a con- 
tributor (toward a youth center). I would 
be for that, of course. 


ENVIRONMENT: I think there's a lot 


that can be done in pollution control. I 
think the city's power has to be broad- 
er ... I really don't think we can ever 
be aggressive enough on some of these 
things. We've probably done as much as 
we could but you have to have priorities. 
I think we should demand more coopera- 
tion from other government bodies on 
that, such as cooperation of the FAA 
(Federal Aviation Administration) on 
noise . . . On the Des Plaines River, I 
think we probably should have done 
more, especially on the effluent coming 
out of the North Shore Sanitary District. 
It will affect us tremendously.

Arthur Erbach: South Side Needs More Active Representation 


Arthur Erbach, who says he's running 


for alderman at the urging of friends and 
neighbors, doesn't think the south side of 
Des Plaines has an adequate voice on 
the city council. 


"I think the south side, specifically the 


fifth ward, needs more active represen- 
tation on the city council than it has been 
receiving in the past and I think I can 
provide it," he says. 


Traffic, jet noise and a lack of commu- 


nication with city officials are cited as 
the biggest problems in the fifth ward by 
Erbach, 40, who is a mechanical engi- 
neer for a Schiller Park firm. 


To solve the traffic problem, be ac- 


knowledged, "the city can't do anything 
by itself. It has to get the cooperation of 
the county and the state, but I think 
something can be done, something has 
got to be done." 


"Traffic is one of the very serious 


problems that just has got to be reme- 
died, not only in our ward but in the 
whole city," he says. The fifth ward, ac- 
cording to Erbach, is bordered by the 
city's two worst intersections, Lee Street- 
Oakton Street and Touhy Avenue-Mann- 
heim Road. 


"The biggest problem is trying to get 
he state to do something or allow us to 
do something about the problems that ex- 


ist at those intersections. All the city can 
do is put pressure on the state highway 
department. It's the squeaky wheel that 
gets the grease and I think if we holler 
loud enough and long enough we can 
probably get something accomplished," 
he says. 


"I hope myself to find some way tof 


providing communication in both direc- 
tions on all the various issues that will 
come up," says Erbach. "I would say 
there's good communication if they have 
been kept aware of what is going on, 
kept aware of the issues that are coming 
up, before they are acted on by the coun- 
cil." 


As for the aircraft noise from jets 


landing and taking off at O'Hare Airport, 
Erbach says "I don't think the city has 
done enough at all to solve this problem. 
Park Ridge has taken a stand but I don't 
feel any one suburb is going to have a 
big effect on the problems at O'Hare. I 
believe the situation there is going to get 
worse before it gets better." 


"The city hasn't accomplished any- 


thing," he says. "I don't know for a fact 
what they've tried to do, really. I don't 
know either what can be done. But I do 
see ft as a problem to certain areas of

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Morgan O'Brien: Change 


h Inevitable In Ward 


Morgan O'Brien was appointed to the 


city council last July and is now sailing 
unopposed Into a two year term as junior 
alderman from the fourth ward. He ad- 
mils it's "wonderful" not having to fight 
it out in a contested election campaign 


O'Brien. 50, a local florist and former 


president of the Des Plaines Chamber of 
Commerce and Industry, says residents 
of his ward are closely watching down- 
town redevelopment and changes in traf- 
fic patterns, such as the proposed bridge 
over the Des Plaines Rier connecting 
Thacker and Dempster Street. 


"They think redevelopment will just 


bring in more traffic," he says of some 
fourth ward residents. "They re unaware 
a lot of them, of how much tax base it 
will bring in and a lot of them hate to see 
their town change in any way." 


O'Brien, whose home and business are 


located in the fourth ward, says he 
hasn't yet made up his mind about the 
proposed improvements to Thacker. 


"1 GUESS I'll have to sooner or later," 


he says, but "it's still a long way In the 
future. It's not an immediate thing." 


One Improvement that's needed right 


away in Des Plaines is a new city hall 
building, according to O'Brien. "We're 
going to have to find the money some- 
place," he says, indicating that he would 
support a bond Issue to construct new 
city offices. 


In Ms ward, he says, there are several 


streets that need repaying near the Uni- 
versal Oil Product* Co.. complex and 
near the intersection of Wolf and Golf 
roads, where. O'Brien says, residents 
may be asked whether or not they favor 
a special assessment project for streets 
and sewers. 


Here are his views on other issues fac- 


ing the city: 


YOUTH PROBLEMS: I'd support a 


youth center if it was properly adminis- 
tered, which this Place for People thing 
(at Rand Park) seems to be moving to- 
ward 
They should have a full-time 


professional staff instead of a catch-all 
staff . . . I'm sure most of the civic 
clubs would contribute if it were properly 
organized. 


ENVIRONMENT: This is a whole new 


department and a whole new conception. 
We're starting to move towards it and I 
don't think we're any more behind that 
than anyone else A good part of it is 
going to have to depend on state and fed- 
eral laws rather than local laws 
. . As 


far as the Des Plaines River I don't 
know that we've been active on it. I don't 
know that we've been remiss either. The 
river starts in Wisconsin and it's certain- 


ly d i r t y 
when 
it gets to Dee 


Plaines . . . Again, it goes back to the 
state and federal governments. I'm sure 
the city would back them in any way. 


C I T Y E M P L O Y E labor

tions: The results this year sort of 
speak for themselves. . . I think they're 
doing a good job and I think we have a 
good negotiating team with the mayor, 
(City Comptroller) Duane Blietz and 
(City Atty.) Robert DiLeonardi. 


NEW LOW-INCOME housing in the 


city:If the need was proven, I'd probably 
be in the driver's seat or have the final 
(investigate the need) but I don't think it 
should be decided by outsiders. . . I think 
(the human relations commission) should 
be consulted but I don't think they should 
be in the river's seat or have the final 
responsibility. 


CITY COUNCIL: I think the leadership 


sets the tone for the council. I think the 
mayor has done a pretty good job on 
that. . . They're about to cut down the 
number of committees. . . There are too 
many committee meetings on different 
nights that aren't necessary. We should 
limit committee meetings to a couple 
nights a week rather than spreading 
them out. 


PUBLIC HEARINGS on the annual 


city budget:! don't think they're really 
necessary. I don't think anything would 
be accomplished by it. Any citizen can 
submit a proposal beforehand. . . It's 
hard enough to get the 16 aldermen to 
agree to it without putting in the rest of 
the population. 


ON THE CITY comprehensive plan: I 


think there probably should be. They 
have, more or less, in the past on this. 
They probably should have one now that 
(the comprehensive plan) is supposedly 
finished. I'm sure the whole council 
doesn't agree to what the outcome of it 
will be. 


HIRING ALFRED PRICKETT, former 


alderman, as building commissioner: I 
thought he was very capable. He certain- 
ly has the Interests of Des Plaines a 
heart and I think he's proven to be a 
very capable administrator. 


CITY MANAGER SYSTEM: Not at all. 


. . I think we have apretty efficient sys- 
tem the way we have it now. We have to 
renew the mayor's contract every four

from federal and state revenue sharing 
grants and increased sales taxes result- 
ing from an expanding commercial base 
in Des Plaines, he says. That means re- 
development of the downtown area is 
more important than ever, according to 
Hinde. 


"We have to protect the area that 


brings in that sales tax," declares Hinde, 
who says that 26 per cent of city reve- 
nues now come from sales tax receipt. 


"This is another reason why it's so 


very important for the city and the al- 
dermen to keep a liaison with the people 
in the redevelopment area and on the 
fingers of the redevelopment area," he 
says. "If it isn't brought to the people, if 
they aren't kept constantly in touch with 
the ideas that are shaping the redevelop- 
ment area, then fear could do damage." 


If needed, the utility tax would be 


added to gas, electric and telephone bills, 
according to Hinde. Although the new tax 
would not be a desirable thing, he says, 
"should we face the need for revenue, we 
ought to use the utility tax instead of 
automatically raising the real estate 
taxes.' 


Part of the problem he says is that de- 


mands for new and more extensive city 
services by the residents have been forc- 
ing costs up highr and higher. 


"If the demands of the citizens level 


off, then we should be able to level off 
our expenses," says Hinde. But new ser- 
vices — like leaf pick up, more extensive 
salting of roads and streets in winter, 
combating pollution — mean a growing 
budget and a need for new revenues, he 
says. 


"It's wonderful, that people are now so 


concerned with environment and ecology, 
but I hope we elected officials remind 
the people that they'll be a price tag on 
every one of the improvements in this 
area," he says. 


One pressing need cited by Hinde is a 


new city hall, a building wher all city 
departments can be located under one 
roof instead of being spread out in sev- 
eral rented offices. Though it will be ex- 
pensive, he says, the city is currently 
spending about $1,700 a month in office 
rent and the money could better be ap- 
plied toward purchasing a new municipal 
office building. 


Despite the fact that he's unopposed, 


Hinde says he's making an effort to meet 
many of his constituents before the elec- 
tion next Tuesday. He plans to have held 
15 to 20 coffees by election time and this 
year is setting up a standing committee 
of fourth ward residents he will meet 
with four times a year to discuss local 
problems, Hinde says. 


Here are his views on other issues fac- 


ing the city: 
, 


YOUTH PROBLEMS: Any place the 


city spends a dollar, it has a responsi- 
bility to the citizens to have a string on 
that dollar, to see how it's being used. So 
far, there's been nothing proposed to the 
city or by the city toward spending pub- 
lic funds for a youth center that I would 
vote for... First I'd have to be shown the 
need (for a youth center). I think the city 
is blessed with a myriad of things to do 
if they want to participate. Instead of a 
lack of things for my boys to do, there 
was a lack of time to do them. 


ENVIRONMENT: We certainly have 


stepped up our enforcement.. . The city 
should go as far as the people want to 
support our obligation . . . The mayor's 
suggestion for a human ecology com- 
mittee is a good one and it'll probably be 
one of the hardest working committees 
on the council . . . I think we have to 
maintain pressure on the state (regard- 
ing the Des Plaines River) and this is an 
area where the human ecology com- 
mittee could really get involved. 


NEW LOW-INCOME housing in the 


city: The danger of these things that 
emotion has been added to is speaking in 
generalities . . . The specifics were pre- 
sented on senior citizen low-income hous- 
ing so that I favored it and I voted for it. 
In other types of low-income housing, jf 
it were presented to be an asset, then I'd 
be for it. But there is no plan I have seen 
for low-income housing that I'd be for at 
this time . . . It scares people to talk 
about it without having a specific plan to 
be for or against. 


HIRING ALFRED PRICKETT, former 


alderman, as building commissioner: I 
thought it was a reasonable decision by 
the mayor to recommend him. 


CITY EMPLOYE labor relations: I 


look for an improvement in that. Not 
only are our city employes taking a more 
professional approach to this thing but I 
think the city has attempted to also. 


CITY COUNCIL: I think we should in- 


form the public of the 
tremendous 


amounts of work that goes on in the com- 
mittees . . . That's where you're doing 
the nitty-gritty work. It only comes out 
on the council floor when enough home- 
work hasn't been done or when it's even- 
ly divided . . . I'm really amazed at the 
amount of work every alderman does in 
making the decisions. 


PUBLIC HEARINGS on the annual 


city budget: I think we have public meet- 
ings on this ... The fact that it's publish- 
ed and gets first and second readings 
(makes it public) . . .Up to this point, I 
haven't seen any reason for it. 


ON THE COMPREHENSIVE PLAN: 


Public meetings have been held on this 
by the council as a whole ... 


CITY 
MANAGER 
SYSTEM: Any- 


thing's possible in the future. At this 
time I don't see any need for a change in 
our system of government. It's being run 
remarkably efficiently. 


HUMAN RELATIONS hi the city: I 


think the great thing the human relations 
commission has done is not to create a 
polarization problem in this community 
. . . I would consider this their main 
problem in the future, to prevent the 
extreme camps from setting up offices 
and preventing the poor moderate from 
thinking rationally on this problem. 


W I L L YOU DISCLOSE campaign 


spending and contributors: I'd be happy 
to ... 
if everyone who has contributed 


would agree to have their names dis- 
closed . . . In the future I can see where 
perhaps I would mention if somebody 
contributes that I've agreed to disclose 
campaign spending and sources. 


IF ELECTED, will you disclose your 


income and economic interests: No. I 
think this disclosure of income thing 
really isn't going to show up the Paul 
Powel shoe boxes. It's not going to stop 
a person who's crooked from being 
crooked.

You clean out your daughter's closet 


and fill a bag with outgrown clothes for 
the Salvation Army. You write the 
monthly check for your son's college.

Coming home, you stop by the shopping 
center to pick up a prescription and a 
bottle of bourbon. 


And what do all these activities have in 


common7 They all represent possible 
Federal income tax savings, and ones 
you may well miss. The value of the 
clothe* you donate is deductible. Your 
son's college expenses are not, but you 
can deduct carrying charges on in- 
stallment payments of tuition. You can- 
not deduct the value of the volunteer 
work you perform. You can, however, 
deduct such out-of-pocket expenses as 
your uniform and unreimbursed travel 
(at six cents per mile, or actual costs for 
gas and oil. plus tolls and parking fees). 
The prescription is deductible (though 
you include in medical expenses only 
those drug costs that exceed one per cent 
of your adjusted gross income). The 
bourbon is also deductible IF it's pre- 
scribed by your doctor for, say, relief of 
angina pain. It is NOT is you take it as a 
self-prescribed tranquilizer, even to calm 
your nerves after this year's bout with 
National Panic Day and filing your in- 
come tax. 


Yes, April 15 is a traumatic experi- 
ence, especially for those of us who pro- 
crastinate and live on the abyss of 
Brinksmanship. So look ahead: start 
right now to play a new game this year. 


It's a very simple game — and a high- 


ly profitable one. It's a game that we 
women are especially good at, with all 
our experience in bargain hunting and 
dollar stretching. It's called FATS (for 
Find-All-Tax-Savers) and it can make 
your bank account considerably fatter 
next year. FATS is also strictly a legal 
game. Nobody's urging you to break any 
laws, but rather to take full advantage of 
the tax-saving features that are legally 
yours in our income tax laws. 


Now, the rich have corps of lawyers 


and tax accountants to play the game for 
them. But for those of us who do-it-our- 
selves, there are just three easy rules. 


(1) Study the tax laws. Tax guides 


are admittedly complicated and not even 
Dustin Hoffman could sell the plot. But, 
boy, is it relevant: how to save your 
money. And it really is no major task to 
check the provisions that may apply to 
you. Take an evening or so to take notes 
on such a book as J. K. Lasser's "Your 
Income Tax." (This book is, by the way, 
the authority for the deductions men- 
tioned in the first part of this column.) 
Concentrate on deductions, but don't skip 
other sections on tax planning. You 
might consider, for instance, investing 


some of your savings in stock to take 
advantage of the $100 dividend exclusion. 
And you'll certainly encourage your-son- 
the-student to hunt a summer job when 
you find he can earn up to $1,725 without 
paying a federal income tax. 


(2) Keep records. This doesn't mean 


hire a computer or set up a double-entry 
set of books. It does mean a little daily 
record-keeping. A friend with a degree in 
business administration manages with 
just three aids: her checkbook, a file 
folder for receipts and a little date book 
she uses as a tax diary. Every day, she 
jots down any possible activity that may 
lead to a deduction: a doctor's appoint- 
ment, business entertaining, donations, 
volunteer work or whatever. Come in- 
come tax time, she has only to consult 
her tax diary, while the receipts and can- 
celed checks substantiate her claims. 
(3) Finally, think of Find-All-Tax-Savers 
as a treasure hunt: a game you play a 
little every single day, making tax-sav- 
ing as much a part of your daily routine 
as, say, brushing your teeth. And re- 
member that every deductible dollar is 
worth a healthy percentage to you: as 
much as a quarter or more, depending 
on your tax "bracket. 


Yes, FATS is a game you play for 


money: YOUR money. 


Isn't it worth a little time and effort to 


learn to play to win?

Dear Dorothy: While doing a job on 


the foundation of rny home I used mas- 
king tape to hold some plastic to the 
aluminum siding. I might add that this 
tape was left on for about three or four 
weeks and the sun seems to have melted 
the adhesive substance under the tape to 
cause a perfect bond to the siding. I've 
tried hot soapy water, paint thinner and 
even gasoline — but nothing seems to 
budge this material. I would appreciate 
any help you may have for removing this 
tape without scratching or marring the 
aluminum siding. —Michael Serago. 


I'm afraid your tape is an for good. 


This has happened to many who have 
used masking tape. A distributor of this 
material said it should never be allowed 
to stay on over 24 hours or it will not 
come off without marking the surface it's 
on. Sorry! 


TIP TO BRIDES: When you plan on 


freezing a casserole, line the dLsh with 
foil, fill it with the food and go ahead and 
freeze it this way. Once it's frozen, lift 
out the foil package, rewrap and put 
back in the freezer.

Notebook

FOR THE PAST week the crappies 


have been providing nearly all the ex- 
citement for early season fishermen in 
and around Chicagoland and northern Il- 
linois generally. 


Except, of course, for the hardy few 


who have started hitting the Lake Mich- 
igan coho salmon. 


I'U have a complete rundown on the 


big like fishing next week when a degree 
of consistency and some weather stabil- 
ity will have, hopefully, developed. For 
this week, and next week though, it 
would be more fun and more successful 
to aim a hook at the inland lakes. 


Crappies prrenlally provide the first 
Cripple* perennially provide the first 


cause they rather like the cooler water 
and are, therefore, the first of the fresh 
water fish to begin feeding and spawning 
the shorelines. 


The Fox Chain of Lakes hi northern 


Illinois are typical of most of the inland 
lakes and, because of their great size 
and the large number of channels wind- 
ing in and out of the various lakes, they 
have the most to offer most anglers. 


Lake Catherine and Channel Lake, just 


west of Antioch on Route 173, the two 
northermost lakes in the Chain were giv- 
ing up big catches of crappies last week 
and early this week. Barney Shunneson 
of the Channel Lake Boathouse reported 
several catches of the tasty, spotted pan- 
fish that ran as high as 150 fish. 


The most successful fishermen were 


restricting their efforts to the channels 
where the waters were wanner and cal- 
mer. Minnows fished below a bobber and 
floated to the shorelines In these chan- 
nels proved to be the best bait, although 
a lot of fishermen switched off occasion- 
ally and caught fish Jigging a pinkie 
straight down from the side of the boat 
as they illll-flshed or drifted through the 
channels. 


Several confirmed bass fishermen, who 


will fish for largemouth baas even though 
they know better, had success casting at 
the shoreline in Lake Catherine and in 
the channels. One angler landed six fine 
largemouth, each about two pounds, on a 
Little Cleo spoon. 


Further from Shunnemn: "We checked 


the water temperature in one of the long 
enamels out of the northwest end of 
Channel Lake and found the waiter a 
warm 54 degrees. If the weather stays 
Just reasonably mild, then," he said, 
"the bass should start moving in for 
feeding and spawning. Which means that 
this weekend could be the real beginning 
of the heavy spring ban action!" 


There have been no reports of any 


northern pike being caught in any of the 
lakes In the area, but these fish, like the 
bhiegills, are always late starters. 


If ye« haven't made the Chain of 


Lake* a regular stop on your Hiking 
trips, then perhaps you should develop a 
new habit. It Is good fishing, particularly 
taring ike early put tt the MUM and 


later, during the week when there is 
little interference from power boaters. 


There are plenty of resorts and you 


can launch a boat nearly anywhere for 
fees ranging from $1 to $3. In the early 
season, it is almost simpler to rent a 
boat. Panfishermen often prefer a boat 
without a motor, since they usually just 
row and drift anyway. Boat rentals start 
at $3.50 for the day. A boat with motor 
will cost you $2.50 an hour or $10.00 per 
day. These prices are from the Channel 
Lake Boathouse, but are pretty much the 
average throughout the Chain of Lakes 
resorts. 


Artificial lure fishermen probably don't 


need much information, but newcomers 
and live bait fishermen will find bait 
prices only slightly higher than last year. 
Redworms run 60 cents for four dozen; 
minnows are 25 cents a dozen. Most re- 
sorts that cater to fishermen have live 
bait, or stop at one of the many shops 
you'll see along the way to the Chain. 


Both the resort operators and the 


tackle shop people have current informa- 
tion and are happy to supply it along 
with all your other needs. Slim Lechner, 
proprietor of the Tackle Box on Route 12 
just before you get into the town of Fox 
Lake, makes regular "in person" tours 
of the Chain lakes and resorts, and is 
always a bundle of accurate fishing in- 
formation. 


Throughout 
the 
Midwestern states, 


fishing regulations are about the same as 
last year. For Illinois fishing, the law is 
simple — everything is always open. You 
need a current Illinois license of course, 
and there are some creel and size limits: 
Largemouth Bass and Smallmouth Bass 
— 10 per day; Walleyes and Sauger — 10 
per day; Northern Pike — 5 per day, 
minimum size 20 Inches. 


There is no limit in Illinois on panfish 


(crappies, bluegilb, stripers) either in 
size or number, so you can take them 
home by the basketful (if you want to 
clean that many). 


Illinois trout fishermen will have to 


confine their fishing this year to Wiscon- 
sin or to Lake Michigan, since the state 
Department 
of Conservation 
did not 


stock trout in the inland lakes this year 
as they have hi years past. (They 
couldn't get the trout.) On Lake Mich- 
igan, there is a limit of 5 fish per day, 
singly or in aggregate, no size limit, for 
Coho, Chinook, Brook, Brown, Lake and 
Rainbow (Steelhead) Trout. 


Indiana has a continuous "open" sys- 


tem like Illinois, except for trout, which 
open April 24. Indiana also has a limit of 
25 for crappies. Wisconsin opens almost 
all gamefishing May 8. Michigan opens 
trout fishing April 24 and bass fishing on 
May 30. 


These are very general seasons and 


limits and, naturally, to be certain, pick 
up a copy of local regulations when you 
buy your non-resident license in sur- 
rounding states.

For example, two of the eight Triple 


Crown Winners — Gallant Fox in 1930 
and Omaha in 19:5, also went on to take 
the Arlington Classic. 


And Whirlaway was beaten by Atten- 


tion in the Classic of 1941 after he had 
won the Triple Crown in one of the great- 
est upsets in racing history. There has 
not been a Triple Crown Winner since 
Citation accomplished the feat in 1948. 


Down the years, many of racing's 


greatest stars have run in the Classic, 
including nine who subsequently were 
named "Horse of the Year" since that 
honor first was voted in 1936. 


These include Granville (1936), Challe- 


don (193», Attention (1941), the great 
race mare Twilight Tear (1M4>, Native 
Dancer (1953). Nashua (1955), Tom Rolfe 
(1965), Buckpasser (1966), and Dr. Fager 
(1967). 


Buckpasser established a world record 


for the mile in his victory, a mark that 
stood until Dr. Fager broke it over the 
tame Arlington Park Course two years 
later in the Washington Park Handicap. 


Dr. Pager's record of 1:32 1/5 still 


stands, making Arlington the home of the 
world mark at a mile since 1965 when 
Pia Star and Hedevar tied the then exist- 
ing record of 1:33 1/5. 


Divisional champions also have played 


an important part in Classic lore, T.V. 
Lark, grass champ of the year winning 
the race in 1960, and Tosmah, Handicap 
Mare of the Year, dashing off with the 
1964 edition.

No Plans Slated For Teacher Cuts 


No massive teacher cuts have been 


made in Elk Grove Township Elementa- 
ry School Dist 59 and apparently there 
are no plans for any as yet, despite fi- 
nancial difficulties 


The district has 20 schools in Elk 


Grove Village, Arlington Heights, Mount 
Prospect and Des Plaines and employs 
527 teachers for 11,605 students. The proj- 
ected number of students for the 1971-72 
school year is 11,707 


In the past the district policy has been 


to maintain present class size, which 
would indicate a slight raise in number 
of teachers, rather than a cut. 


According to Albeon Waltman, assist- 


ant superintendent of personnel, no deci- 
sions have been made to either cut or 
add teachers 


On March 29 the board decided not to 


renew contracts with 15 teachers because 
of certificate deficiencies. It did not re- 
new contracts with two first-year teach- 
ers one second-year teacher, and one ten- 
ure teacher, but said that these were not 
renewed for reasons other than budget 
cuts. 


If teachers are not to be reemployed 


for the coming school year they must re- 
ceive notice of dismissal 60 days before 
the end of the school term according to 
the school code That deadline is Sunday. 
The decision to dismiss must be made by 
the board at a public meeting but none is 
scheduled before Sunday, 


One other method of reducing the num- 


ber of teachers is not to hire teachers 
to replace those who resign. 


Earlier, Waltman had said about 100 


teachers normally resign each year but 
predicted that fewer would do so this 
year because of the country's economic 
slump. 


He said this week, however, that nei- 


ther the administration nor the board 
had discussed that method of cutting per- 
sonnel. 


He said that decisions on cuts in any 


areas are pending more information of 
the district financial situation. 


He said, "In terms of tax money, no- 


body seems to know the effect of the 
Dahl ruling. We are in the state of rela- 
tive confusion." 


He was referring to a Circuit Court de- 


cision two weeks ago by Judge Walter P. 
Dahl, eliminating corporate personal 


property tax. 


It could mean a loss of more than $1 


million between operating revenue and 
borrowing power to Dist. 59. 


Waltman said, "All we're doing is 


waiting. There is no question that if the 
tax is eliminated it is going severely hit 


every budget." 


Arlington Heights School Dist. 25 made 


46M> personnel cuts, recently. Among 
these were seven instrumental music 
teachers, two vocal music teachers, 19 
general teachers, one psychologist and 
two physical education teachers. 


For Local Municipalities 
Propose State Zoning Bill 


Legislation which would give the state 


the authority to engage in zoning if local 
municipalities fail to do so was proposed 
to the Illinois General Assembly this 
morning. 


State Rep. Eugene F. Schlickman, 


R-Arhngton Heights, chairman of the 
state's Zoning Laws Study Commission, 
submitted the final report of the commis- 
sion to the legislature. 


Included in the report Is proposed leg- 


islation that would create a division of 
land use regulation within the state's De- 
partment of Local Government Affairs. 


"This division would have the responsi- 


bility of advising local government of 
sound land use policies and practices," 
Schlickman said. "And where local gov- 
ernment fails to exercise general zoning 
authority, the state division, following 
the adoption of a land use plan, could 
engage in zoning until local government 
exercised initiative." 


Among the recommendations of the 


commission is enactment of a land re- 
sources zoning code which would replace 
existing state zoning enabling acts. 


Objectives of the code, according to 


Schlickman, are to broaden zoning pol- 
icies and powers of local government, to 
foster development of land use policy 
withui a framework of local planning, to 


establish uniform procedural require- 
ments for enactment of administration of 
zoning and to codify existing Illinois law 
and zoning practices into statutory lan- 
guage. 


The commission also recommends es- 


tablishment of an intergovernmental co- 
operation act which would authorize co- 
operation by mutual agreement between 
local governing bodies. 


A final recommendation calls for crea- 


tion of a planning and conservation laws 
study commission, which would continue 
the activities of the Zoning Laws Study 
Commission. 


"Local zoning authority presently is 


based v on statutes conceived 50 years 
ago," Schlickman said. "The commis- 
sion's recommendations will provide a 
solid foundation for meeting today's 
needs. They expand local responsibility 
and provide for effective coordination." 


Schlickman said the physical environ- 


ment of the state "will benefit immeasu- 
rably" by the commission's recommen- 
dations. 


The study comission, which included 


10 legislators and four public members, 
was created in 1969 to study land use 
needs in the state. Since that time, it has 
conducted a state-wide survey of local 
zoning policies and practices. 


Last November, it issued a prelimi- 


nary report which included a provision 
giving the state the authority to establish 
minimum zoning standards in certain 
areas. 


Numerous protests were voiced by lo- 


cal government officials who viewed that 
proposal as an Infringement on the rights 
of local governments.

Co-op Election Saved Money 


Cooperation between High School Dist. 


214, Harper College and six feeder dis- 
tricts in last Saturday's election saved 
districts time and money, according to 
two business office officials. 


Wil Von Mayr, director of personnel 


at Harper, said cooperation with Dist 
214 saved Harper about $2500. 


He explained Dist. 214 provided the 


election supplies and the distribution of 
election material "They did an awful lot 
of work," he said. 


Jack Swanson, assistant business ad- 


ministrator in Dist. 214, explained the co- 
operation involved districts 21, 23, 25, 26, 
57,59, Dist. 214 and Harper. 


He said Dist. 214 assembled the elec- 


tion supplies, and then both Harper and 
Dist. 214 delivered supplies to the admin- 
istrative offices of the elementary dis- 
tricts. Elementary district officials then 
delivered the material to the polling 
places. 


Swanson said the color coordination of 


ballots helped, as did the use of multiple 
affidavit forms using carbon paper. This 
method meant voters, in most cases, 
needed to sign only one affidavit form. 


HE EXPLAINED the district needed 


only two or three volunteers to coordi- 
nate work with two Rolling Meadows 
precincts in Dist. 15, which did not enter 
the cooperative plan. Last, 27 volunteers 
were needed, he said. 


The sharing of judges saves money, 
too, he added. Swanson said the sharing 
saved the district $40 a polling place or 
$1,000. In addition, sharing buildings and 
election supplies helped cut costs, he 
added. 


Next year, Swanson would like to 


coordinate polling place numbers for ele- 
mentary, high school, and Harper dis- 
tricts to make the election less confusing 
for voters. 


Now, each district numbers its pre- 


cincts differently from the high school or 
community college districts. A uniform 
numbering system would require approv- 
al of each of the participating school 
boards, Swanson said.

Tom Short doesn't look like Mr. Clean. 
Bald he is not. 
But he's clean. In fact, the cleanest 


thing about Tom Short is his long hair. 


Something Mr Clean doesn't have. 
Short's hair sparkles in the sun and 


bristles with electricity from repeated 
shampooings, brushings and curlings. 


Short, a shipping and receiving clerk 


at Chemplex Co. in Rolling Meadows, 
wears his hair short the eight hours a 
day be is at work. 


The other 16 hours he wears his locks 


at shoulder length. 


Short, 23, a husband and father, wears 


his real hair long, but sports a short- 
haired wig eight hours a day to please 
his employer. 


CHEMPLEX doesn't particularly rel- 


ish men with long hair, and demands 
that those who grow it, wear it neat and 
if possible, above the ears. 


The wig fits the bill. 
Short always wore his hair neat, but it 


just became too long to wear above the 
ears. That was some time ago. 


The warehouse clerk, who hasn't had a 


haircut since last September, still has a 
thatch of long, black hair he calls his 
own today. 


He said everything was fine until about 


two weeks ago when his boss at Chem- 
plex suggested he get a haircut, or at 
least a trim. 


However, it happened on a Friday, and 


Short said yes, he'd take care of it by 
Monday. And he did. 


Instead of bolting to a barber shop, he 


went to The House of Hair in Arlington 
Heights Saturday and bought a large 
wig. 


"I tried several wigs on, and they were 


all too small. Then they had me try on 
the largest they make, and it just fit. I 
was getting worried I'd have to have my 
hair cut. I didn't want to lose the job 
over it, not with the job market the way 
it is today," he said. 


THE WIG COST Short $30. He thinks it 


was worth it. Even if it does take him 
and his wife 30 minutes to put it on 
every morning, and another 15 minutes 
to readjust it during his noon hour. 


At 5 p.m., when bis working day is 


over, Short takes the wig off and let's it 
all hang down. 


"There was mixed response at work. 


Some thought I should get a haircut. Oth- 
ers through! I should be able to wear my 
hair any way I wanted, as long as it was 
clean. 


"I keep my hair clean, too. I shampoo 


it at least once a day and comb it with a 
part on the side." 


Short recently has been leaving the wig 


home. Instead, he curls his shoulder- 
length locks under, but not with a curling 
iron. 


"I have to put curlers in it every night, 


just like a girl. But at least it saves my 
hair. I've never had long hair before and 
I just decided last year I'd like to grow 
it, so I did. 


"My boss says as long as it looks neat, 


I can keep my hair. But curling is only a 
temporary arrangement. Eventually it's 
going to get so long it won't be able to 
curl under and then I don't know what 
I'll do," he said. 


CHEMPLEX told the Herald there is 


no official company policy regarding 
long hair. Or as one official in personnel 
put it, "We have no problems with long 
hair. Luckily, all our people are clean 
cut." 


Short said he got the idea to buy a wig 


to save his long locks from reading 
Newsweek and Playboy magazines. 


"I read about soldiers wearing short- 


haired wigs to reserve meetings so they 
could keep their hair, and there was an- 
other article on it in one issue of Play- 
boy. 


"Personally I think it (the wig) makes 


my face look fatter, so I don't like it. But 
I like my job too, so I wear it," he said. 


During the lunch hour interview with 


Short, a friend of his came to visit. He, 
too, had long hah* and claimed he has 
been looking for work since last October, 
but is not having much luck. He is still 
out of work. 


"I tell employers if my hair bothers 


them, I'll get it cut. They say no, but 
don't hire me either," said his friend. 


Short said people with long hair are 


labeled before they open their mouths. 


"What the heck, I'm still the same guy 


under all this hair that I was last year 
when my hair was short," he said. 


His wife Nancy, and their 4-year-old 


son agree. 


Short has worked for Chemplex for 


more than a year now and says they 
have treated him fairly. He has no grip- 
es. 


"I WAS A LITTLE uptight when they 


asked me to get a trim. I work in ship- 
ping and receiving where there's very 
little contact with the public. 


"But everything's okay now. Once in a 


while, during the day, exhaust fumes 
from a truck will blow my hair out of 
place, but I keep a brush at the plant to 
comb it back when that happens," he 
said. 


Short has been married for five years, 


and formerly lived in Hoffman Estates. 
He graduated from Conant High School 
in Palatine in 1966 and now lives hi Roll- 
ing Meadows at 3508 Thrush Ln. with his 
family. 


Tom Short likes long hair. He keeps his 


clean, wears it neat, and will probably 
continue to do so, unless Chemplex ob- 
jects.
